ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen 

and of the Common Council : 

Our fellow-citizens having, in the exercise of an 
inestimable prerogative, selected us to administer, during 
the present year, the u fiscal, prudential and municipal ” 
affairs of this city, we assemble to-day, in obedience 
to their wishes and the requirements of the City 
Charter, to enter upon the duties incident to the posi- 
tions which we have assumed. In years of prosperity 
these are neither light nor inconsiderable ; but in times 
like the present, when the unsettled condition of the 
finances of the country, the wide-spread and general 
depression existing in nearly every branch of business 
and the difficulties incident to a reconstruction of the 
Union, after our gigantic struggle for its preservation, 
darken the immediate future, they become more difficult 
and embarrassing. Yet, with implicit reliance upon that 
Being who controls the destinies of nations as of indi- 
viduals, and whose guidance and support we have 
solemnly invoked, let us strive to prove equal to the 
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task before us, and testify by earnest and conscientious 
endeavors our appreciation of the generous confidence 
reposed in us. 

It would not be becoming in me. nor consonant 
with my own feelings or desires, to occupy on this occa- 
sion any portion of your time and attention in enlarging 
upon the magnitude of the trusts committed to you, or 
in attempting to point out any particular line of policy 
or conduct to be pursued in relation to the various matters 
which will engage your attention during the municipal 
year upon which we now enter; let me, rather, crave 
for myself your kind indulgence and bespeak the light 
of your wisdom and experience to illumine the path of 
duty which my unequal steps must tread. Following, 
however, a practice which has obtained since the organ- 
ization of the city, it devolves upon me to present a 
statement of the present condition of the most important 
departments into which the public business is divided, 
and to offer for your consideration such suggestions as 
are pertinent to the occasion. 

The largest appropriation which the City Council is 
called upon to make, is expended by another and inde- 
pendent branch of government, to whom is entrusted the 
entire management of our public schools ; yet, the mag- 
nitude and importance of the advantages which they 
secure and the interest which we, individually and as 
representatives of the people of Lowell, feel in the edu- 
cation of the youth of our city, justify more than a 
mere passing allusion to the subject in this address. 
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SCHOOLS. 

It was enacted by the freemen of Plymouth Colony, 
more than two hundred years ago, that parents should 
cause their children to be taught “ so much learning as 
through the blessing of God they may attain,” and with 
implicit faith in the declaration, the truth of which his : 
tory attests, “ that the good education of children is of 
singular use and benefit to any Commonwealth,” they 
not only affixed severe fines and penalties to a neglect 
of this duty, but established a fund for the erection and 
maintenance of schools, and set apart, in every township, 
a certain portion of land for educational - purposes. From 
the seed thus planted has sprung that noble system of 
free schools, which is to-day the pride and glory of the 
Commonwealth and the surest guaranty of her future 
greatness and prosperity. 

As we honor those who, amid the dangers, hard- 
ships and sufferings incident to the early settlement of 
our country, laid deep and broad the foundations of our 
institutions of learning, and acknowledge our gratitude 
to their descendents, who, when burdened with wars, 
revolutions and rebellions, never ceased to build thereon, 
it becomes our duty, as I am sure it will be our 
pleasure, to guard with zealous care the structure thus 
erected and maintained. From the deep and abiding 
interest which this City has ever manifested in her 
public schools, from the liberality with which she has 
contributed to their support, and from the general intel- 
ligence and patriotism of her people, we are assured that 
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she will never hesitate to discharge her whole doty to 
the cause of education. 

During the past year about six thousand children 
and youth have enjoyed the benefits and advantages 
of our schools. Their attendance has been good, and 
their progress and deportment satisfactory. 

The appropriation by the last City Council, with 
the balance to the credit of this account January 1st, 
1867, was $84,923.37 ; the expenditures $75,230.07 ; 
and there remains undrawn $8,693.30. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Among the subjects which early engaged the atten- 
tion of the last City Council was that of remodeling the 
High School house. It was apparent that this building, 
deemed at the time of its dedication, twenty-seven years 
ago, one of the most convenient and beautiful of its 
kind in the Commonwealth, had become, by reason of 
the growth of the city, entirely inadequate for the 
accommodation of all entitled to its privileges, and on 
account of the faulty arrangement of the rooms, unsuited 
to the present requirements of a first-class educational 
institution. It was therefore decided, with great unanim- 
ity, to remedy the defects. 

The Committee having the matter in charge, feeling 
that a change would soon be imperatively demanded in 
the location of the Green School house, for the reason 
of its proximity to several manufacturing establishments, 
which interfered greatly with the regular exercises of the 
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school, and because it was liable to be visited by a 
calamity similar to that which not many years ago 
entirely demolished a structure only a few feet distant, 
and destroyed the lives of a number of our citizens, 
considered the expediency of transferring the pupils from 
this to the High School building, and erecting an 
entirely new edifice for the latter purpose ; but as it 
was found that even then a great outlay would be 
required in adapting and altering it to the uses of a 
Grammar School, and that while a suitable site might 
be found for the Green School, whose pupils are drawn 
from its immediate vicinity, it would be impossible to 
obtain a location so well adapted as the present for the 
accommodation of children who come from every section 
of the city, they wisely concluded to leave the subject 
of the removal of the Green School to a future City 
Council, and confine their action to the alterations 
originally contemplated. 

The plans, which had been the preceding year pre- 
pared for this purpose by a skilful architect, were, with 
slight changes, adopted, the work at once commenced, and 
pressed forward with commendable rapidity. On the 7th 
day of October last, the alterations were completed, at 
an expense of $28,309.98, (in this sum is included the 
cost of furnishing the house); and the school, which had 
been suspended during a portion of the time, resumed. 

We have now a model High School house, capable 
of accommodating two hundred and ninety-six pupils, 
distributed in seven rooms, under the charge of as many 
competent teachers ; and the marked improvement 
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already apparent in the discipline of the school and 
advancement of the scholars, is the best evidence of the 
wisdom and propriety of the change. 

With the single exception of the school house to 
the defects of which I have briefly alluded, all the 
buildings in this department are in excellent condition 
and will require very little outlay the present year. 

The appropriations for 1867, with the undrawn 
balance of 1866, were $32,325.47, the expenditures, 
including the cost of the alterations upon the High 
School house, were $31,322.85 ; and there remains to 
the credit of this account $1,002.62. 

CiyY LIBRARY. 

During the first year of its existence, there were 
about eight hundred subscribers to the City Library, 
which then contained three thousand volumes. It has 
now been established nearly a quarter of a century ; the 
number of books upon its shelves, in various departments 
of literature, has reached thirteen thousand two hundred 
and fourteen ; the population of our city has in the mean 
time greatly increased, yet it appears by the last report 
of its Directors that only eleven hundred and twenty- 
nine persons in 1867 availed themselves of its privileges; 
and this number is considerably larger than the average 
for the past ten years. 

It is apparent from these facts that the Library is 
not accomplishing what it ought, and an effort should 
at once be made to extend the sphere of its influence. 
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Whether it is possible to do this to any considerable 
extent, in its present inconvenient and manifestly unsuit- 
able rooms, is a question which should engage the 
earliest attention of the board which you will soon elect 
to manage its affairs. If it should be found, upon a 
careful consideration of the subject, that the channels of 
its usefulness cannot be materially enlarged without 
removing it to another and better location, it will then 
become your duty to consider whether the influence 
upon the minds and morals of the community, which 
it might then be capable of exerting, will not justify 
the expense incident to such a change. 

Conscious that at this time we should enter upon 
no new undertaking involving any considerable expendi- 
ture of money, I have called attention to the subject 
because I have reason to believe that a building can be 
purchased, on one of our principal streets, a portion of 
which at a slight expense could be well adapted for the 
uses of the Library and the remainder rented for a sum 
nearly sufficient to pay the interest upon its entire cost. 
The institution thus improved would invite donations 
from our benevolent and public-spirited citizens, and 
become, what it certainly now is not, an ornament to 
the city. 

At the beginning of last year the amount to the 
credit of the Library was $567.85 ; $1500 were appro- 
priated, and $587.50 received, from subscribers ; $900 
have been paid as salary to the librarian, $1,405.82 
expended for books, &c.,,and there is an undrawn balance 
of $380.20. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Our Fire Department was called out twenty-nine 
times during the past year. The estimated value of the 
property damaged or destroyed by fire was $66,431, on 
which there was insurance of $46,618. If we except 
from the list of casualties, that of the burning of the 
manufacturing establishments in Ward Five, which were 
filled with combustible materials and somewhat removed 
from the usual conveniences for extinguishing fires, and 
by which property valued at $57,000 was destroyed, it 
will appear that our city has been singularly fortunate 
in its exemption from losses by the devouring element. 
Gratifying as this fact is, we must not be led, by any 
fancied security in the future, to neglect our duty to 
preserve, and if possible increase, the efficiency of one 
of the most important departments in our charge. 

The members of the various companies have proved 
themselves prompt, fearless, and resolute, in the perform- 
ance of their duties, and challenge our admiration and 
respect for their uniform good conduct and efficiency. 
It is very doubtful, however, whether all the apparatus 
in the Department is such as the improvements of the 
day warrant us in retaining. We have nominally four 
Steam Fire Engines, } r et really only three, since the 
one held in reserve to be used in case of a great con- 
flagration, after having been repaired, in 1866, at great 
expense is utterly unreliable, and therefore worthless. 
Then again, after the manifold superiority of steamers 
over hand engines has been demonstrated to the entire 
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satisfaction of every one, we still retain three of the 
latter with companies organized for their immediate use, 
and three others without companies, upon the vague 
supposition that at some future time, under some con- 
ceivable circumstances, they may be of service. 

Since steamers can be maintained at much less 
expense than hand engines, and are conceded to be at 
least twice as effective, economy as well as a proper 
regard for protection of life and property would seem to 
demand their substitution for the latter. I commend 
the subject thus briefly considered to your careful exam- 
ination. 

A reservoir of sufficient capacity to contain thirty 
thousand gallons has been constructed at the corner of 
Middlesex and Wilder Streets, at an expense of $944.44. 

A new Hose Carriage Avas purchased and located 
at the corner of Willie and Fletcher Streets, and a 
company organized for its use, in October last. With 
this exception, the apparatus remains the same as at the 
beginning of the last year. 

The appropriation, with the unexpended balance of 
1866, was $34,406.35. The expenses in 1867 were 
$33,407.55, and the amount undrawn is $998.80. 

WATER-PIPE. 

The attention of the last City Council having been 
directed to the insufficiency of some of the water-pipes 
of the city, connecting with those of the Proprietors of 
the Locks and Canals on Merrimack River, through

which a supply of water is drawn for extinguishing 
fires, it was decided that the Middlesex Street pipe, the 
diameter of which was only six inches, should be replaced 
by one better calculated to insure the protection of a 
large and populous section of the city, and that it 
should be connected by a branch with the main one 
extending through Merrimack Street. With this object 
in view, a water-pipe twelve inches in diameter, four thou- 
sand seven hundred and fifty-five feet in length, was put 
down from a point on Central Street, opposite the head 
of Warren Street through Central, Middlesex and Branch 
Streets to Smith Street ; one of ten inches in Broadway 
from Adams to School Street, a distance of one thousand 
nine hundred and forty feet ; and one of eight inches 
from Middlesex to Cushing Street, where the Merrimack 
Street branch terminates. Ten new hydrants have been 
added, the old, unsightly ones along the entire line 
removed, and those of a new and greatly improved pat- 
tern substituted. 

The Joint Standing Committee on the Fire Depart- 
ment, under whose direction the work was done, decided, 
after a most patient, careful and thorough examination, 
that water-pipes made of sheet-iron and cement, similar 
to those which had been laid and proved entirely suc- 
cessful in several other cities, were in many respects 
superior, and in none inferior, to the cast-iron pipes once 
almost exclusively used for this purpose ; and as their 
cost was very considerably less, they were adopted by 
the City Council. 
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We have now twenty-one thousand feet of water 
pipe,, all in good order, and, with the single exception 
of the one in Gorham Street, suitable for the purposes 
for which it was laid. It will become necessary either 
to re-lay that, which is only four inches in diameter, or 
increase its usefulness, and at the same time improve 
the facilities for extinguishing fires in another and almost 
unprotected portion of the city, by putting down a pipe 
from Church Street southerly through Central, making 
thereby a connection with the present terminus of the 
one in Gorham Street. The latter course seems to me 
decidedly preferable, and should be adopted when the 
subject comes up for action. 

The entire expense of this department last year was 
$20,079.61, and there is a balance to its credit of $1,485.24. 

POLICE. 

At the request of the last City Council, an impor- 
tant alteration was made by the Legislature in the law 
respecting the tenure of office of the members of the 
Police. It was conceded that the practice heretofore in 
vogue of appointing them at the beginning of each 
municipal year was open to serious objections, not the 
least of which was that their very natural anxiety to 
continue in office had the effect of distracting their 
attention and depriving them of that independence in 
the performance of their duties which is indispensable 
for the efficiency of the force. Fidelity in the discharge 
of the responsible, trusts committed to them seemed to 
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me to be the only pledge which ought to be required 
for their continuance in office, and that desirable object, 
secured by recent legislation, is now as far as practica- 
ble entirely accomplished. Already the change has had 
the effect of producing a great improvement in the effi- 
ciency of these officers, apparent not only to those who 
from their position in the government had occasion to 
examine into their conduct, but to the citizens whose 
lives and property it was their duty to protect. I am 
assured by the experienced head of this department that 
fewer complaints against the police have been made 
during the past year than in any similar length of time 
since he has held that position. I may, then, congratu- 
late you that we enter upon the present municipal year 
with a force already selected, tried and effective, and 
one which may challenge comparison with any in the 
country. 

It was deemed necessary in the early part of last 
year, for' the better protection of the public, to increase 
the number of the day police ; and as it proved advan- 
tageous, I recommend their continuance. 

Suitable rooms have recently, at a small expense, 
been fitted up in the Station House for the accommoda- 
tion of what are termed lodgers, of whom during the 
winter months of every year, on an average, nearly a 
thousand seek here at night shelter from the inclemen- 
cies of the weather. Humanity required that they should 
not, as has been heretofore the practice, be placed in the 
cells, and compelled to mingle with those whom crime 
has brought within the custody of the law. 
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The expenses of this department for the last year 
were $33,667.57, and there is a balance of $1,515.00 to 
the credit of this account. 

THE POOR. 

Our Commonwealth, not unmindful of her obligations 
to the humblest of her citizens, makes provision for the 
relief of all poor persons within her limits. Those hav- 
ing a legal settlement are supported by the various cities 
and towns, while all others may obtain assistance in the 
institutions which at great expense she provides for their 
reception. 

Our duty to the unfortunate poor who have been 
rendered for a time, by sickness or other causes of a 
temporary nature, incapable of supporting themselves or 
their families, has given rise to the practice of relieving 
this class, even in cases where there is no settlement, at 
the expense of the city. The amount required* for this 
purpose in the course of a year is never large, and, if 
judiciously bestowed, is productive of the most benefi- 
cial results. 

Owing to the general activity of business in the 
city during a considerable portion of last year, the calls 
for out-door relief were for a time quite infrequent ; but 
when some of our manufacturing corporations stopped 
their works entirely, and others lessened the number of 
their hours of labor, the demands greatly increased ; and 
judging from present indications will continue during 
the winter. 
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The Almshouse, which k now contains ninety-eight 
inmates, including forty juvenile offenders, is in excellent 
condition and efficiently managed. The farm is in a 
good state of cultivation, and the value of its products 
during the past season was greater than in any previous 
year. 

Appropriation, with the undrawn balance of 1866, 
$13,368.73; expenditures, $17,263.92; and there is to 
the credit of this account the sum of $2,104.81. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

The Reform School continues to illustrate the wis- 
dom and forethought of its founders. Children, neglected 
by those whom nature and the laws designate as their 
guardians and protectors, are led, through ignorance for 
which they are not accountable, and by circumstances 
for the existence of which they are in no Avay respon- 
sible, into the commission of petty crimes, are arrested 
and sentenced to this institution, where they enjoy all 
the comforts of a home and the blessings of a school. 
With mental capacities scarcely inferior to those of the 
pupils in our public schools, with moral faculties requiring 
only cultivation and direction to insure good habits and 
character, they, here, removed from the contaminating 
influences which if unresisted would darken their whole 
future careers, receive religious and mental instruction, 
and are thereby enabled, when again at large, to achieve 
useful and honorable positions in society. 

The expenses of the Reform School are included in 
those of the pauper department. 
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ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

A large expenditure has been required for a few 
years past to maintain our streets in safe and suitable 
condition for public travel ; and it is very doubtful 
whether we can, for the present, expect any considerable 
diminution therein. It would clearly be unwise, for the 
purpose of making an exhibit of apparent economical man- 
agement, to neglect the important duties which devolve 
upon us in this department, since such a course would 
not only entail, at some future period, a greatly-increased 
expenditure for repairs, which, if attended to in season, 
might have been made with little outlay, but render the 
city liable to the payment of heavy damages on account 
of injuries to the persons and property of the traveling 
public, caused by defects which will from time to time 
inevitably appear. While, then, we cannot with propri- 
ety lessen the expenses, we shall be expected by prompt 
and efficient action, to maintain our streets in their pres- 
ent improved condition. 

One, and a very important result of the liberal policy 
which has been adopted in regard to this department, is 
that there is not to-day pending in any court a single 
action against the city growing out of an alleged defect 
in our streets — a circumstance, which, considering the 
number of this vexatious kind of suits in which it has 
been the misfortune of the city to be for many years 
engaged, is worthy of mention. 

I may be permitted to add, in this connection, that 
only one action of any kind has been brought against 
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the city during the past year, and that was immediately 
settled without expense to the city by the party finally 
liable for the damages in case the plaintiff prevailed. 

Without going into details of the doings in this 
department during the past year, (for which I would 
refer you to the report of the Superintendent of Streets 
when presented); I will say that 30,269 square yards of 
streets have been macadamized, 1396 square yards of 
gutters paved, more than two miles of sidewalk construc- 
ted or repaired, the Pawtucket Bridge, that over Concord 
River near the Cemetery, the Gorham and Market Street 
Bridges, have been re-planked or materially improved, 
and the East Merrimack Street Bridge, so long a just 
cause of complaint, has been reconstructed. 

The expenses for 1867 were $36,700.15 and there 
is a balance to the credit of this account of $1,081.12. 

SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

During the past year a sewer has been built in 
Union, Linden, and Elm Streets; and another in Winter 
Street. Three-fourths of the expense of their construc- 
tion was assessed upon the estates benefited thereby, and 
a large part thereof collected. A surface drain has been 
laid on School Street. The cost of repairs in this depart- 
ment has been small. 

The appropriation in 1867 was $3,918.44, of which 
$3,248.43 were expended. 
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LIGHTING STREETS AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

I trust that some improvement has been apparent to 
the public in the lighting of our streets during the past 
year. The old plan of determining by the calendar on 
what evenings the lights should burn, which oftentimes, 
when the rays of the moon, relied upon to illumine 
thoroughfares, were obscured, left us shrouded in al- 
most total darkness, was discarded, and the rule adopted 
to light the streets when the necessities of the night 
required it. This course has proved beneficial, and, con- 
sidering the importance, not only as a police regulation 
but for the convenience of the citizens, of thoroughly 
lighted streets, is the only reliable one to follow. 

Sixty-two lights have been established during the 
past year. 

So long as the present system is continued of plac- 
ing the lights under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets, whose other duties are onerous and require so 
great a portion of his time and attention, I am satisfied 
that it will be impossible to effect any material change 
for the better in this department. 

The expenses during the last year were $15,100.14. 
Undrawn balance $2,471.28. 

COMMONS. 

In order that the public might enjoy unmolested the 
opportunities afforded by the pleasure-grounds of the city 
for recreation and amusement, it was deemed expedient, 
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last year, to detail during the summer season, police offi- 
cers for their protection. The result having justified the 
wisdom of the course, it should be adopted in the future. 

The expenses of this department, inconsiderable 
when compared with the benefits it affords, were, for 
1867, $1,143.34 ; and there is now a balance of $427.- 
08 to its credit. 

PRINTING AND ADVERTISING. 

The appropriations for this department in 1867 were 
$2,892.49, of which $1,987.00 were expended, and a 
balance to its credit of $905 remains. 

STATE AID. 

The law of 1866, providing “ State aid for disabled 
soldiers and sailors and their families and for the families 
of the slain,” was very materially altered by the last 
legislature. The changes were rendered necessary by 
the loose and careless manner in which it had been con- 
strued, as it was found that some of the cities and 
towns had expended under it more than twice the amount 
of their respective State tax. To conform to the law as 
amended, a careful re-examination of each particular case 
was required, and one hundred and seven recipients in 
this city under the original act, were deprived of further 
aid, while the amount paid to ninety-three was consider- 
ably ditninshed. 

The number of families now receiving this bounty 
of the State is three hundred eighty-five, the larger part 
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of whom are the widows and children of those who were 
killed in action or died of wounds or disease incurred 
in the service and defence of the country. Seventy new 
cases have been added to the list during the past year. 

The amount expended on this account in 1S67 was 
$34, 500.10, which I trust, as the returns are now made 
quarterly, instead of yearly, as heretofore, will be repaid 
before the close of the year. 

FINANCE. 

The whole amount received into the Treasury during the 
past year, including the balance on hand January 1, 


1867, was $668,147.05

To this imperfect statement of the present condition 
of our municipal affairs, permit me, gentlemen, to add 
that, assuming for the last time the duties of a position 
which I am fully conscious I owe to the kindness and 
partiality of my fellow-citizens, rather than to any merit 
of my own, it will be my earnest endeavor in the future, 
as it has been in the past, to co-operate heartily with 
my associates in the City Council in every effort tend- 
ing to advance the best interests of the .people of Lowell; 
and let me unite with you in hoping that we may with 
promptness and fidelity discharge all the duties of our 
several positions, so that when we surrender the impor- 
tant trusts committed to us, our official labors may meet 
the approval of our constituents.

Council, who shall constitute the Joint Standing Committees, shall be 
chosen or appointed by their respective Boards. Each of said Committees, 
except the Committee on Military Affairs, which shall be composed of 
the Mayor, two Aldermen and six members of the Common Council, one 
from each ward, shall consist of two Aldermen and three members of the 
Common Council, except when it is otherwise ordered. 

2. All by-laws passed by the City Council shall be termed 
Ordinances ; and the enacting style, which shall be but once recited in 
each Ordinance, shall be, “ Be it ordained by the City Council of the 
City of Lowell, as follows.” 

3. In all votes in which either or both branches of the City Council 
express anything by way of command , the form of expression shall be 
“ Ordered ” (except only in the case of Ordinances); and whenever either 
branch or both branches express opinions , principles , facts or pur poses, 
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the form of expression shall he “ Resolved.” Provided, however, that 
the appropriation of money to any amount exceeding fifty dollars shall he 
hy Resolution. 

4. Each Board shall transmit to the other all papers on which any 
Ordinance, Joint Resolution or Order shall he founded ; and all papers 
on their passage between the two Boards shall he under the signature of 
their respective Clerks, except Ordinances and Joint Resolutions in their 
last stage, which shall he signed hy the presiding officers. 

5. The titles to all Ordinances and Joint Resolutions shall he 
prefixed upon their introduction. 

6. Every Ordinance shall have as many readings in each Board as 
the rules of such Board require, after which the question shall he on 
passing the same to he enrolled ; and when the same shall have passed to 
he enrolled, it shall he sent to the other Board for concurrence ; and when 
such Ordinance shall have so passed to he enrolled hy each Board, the 
same shall he enrolled hy the Clerk of the Common Council, and examined 
hy a Committee of that Board ; and, on being found hy said Committee 
to he correctly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Common 
Council, when the question shall he on passing the same to he ordained ; 
and when said Ordinance shall have so passed to he ordained, it shall he 
signed hy the President of the Common Council, and sent to the other 
Board, when a like examination shall he made hy a Committee of that 
Board, and if found correctly enrolled, the same shall he reported to the 
Board, and the question shall he on passing the same to he ordained ; and 
when the same shall have passed to he ordained, it shall he signed by the 
Mayor. 

7. Every Joint Resolution shall have as many readings in each 
Board as the rules of such Board require ; after which the question shall 
he on passing the same ; and when the same shall have passed, it shall he 
sent to the other Board for concurrence; and when such Resolution shall 
have so passed in each Board, the same shall he enrolled hy the Clerk of 
the Common Council, and examined hy a Committee of that Board ; and 
on being found hy said Committee to he correctly enrolled, without 
further reading or question, shall he signed hy the President of the 
Common Council, and sent to the other Board, when a like examination 
shall he made hy a Committee, and if found to he correctly enrolled, shall 
he signed by the Mayor. 

8. All enrolled Ordinances shall he written in a fair and compact 
hand, without interlineations ; and no enrolled Ordinance or Resolution 
shall he amended. 

9. When either Board shall not concur with the other in any 
Ordinance or Resolution sent from such other, notice of such non-concur- 
rence shall he given hy written message. 
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10. In every case of disagreement on any matter requiring the 
joint action of the two Boards, if either Board shall request a conference, 
and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the other Board shall also 
appoint a Committee to confer, such Committee shall meet at a time 
agreed upon by the Chairman, and state to each other, either verbally or 
in writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of the respective Boards for 
or against the proposed action, confer freely thereon, and report to their 
respective branches. 

11. All messages between the two Boards shall be reduced to 
writing by the respective Clerks, and may be transmitted by the 
Messenger. 

12. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee (the Committee 
on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be specially referred, to 
report thereon within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

13. The Mayor shall be, ex-officio. Chairman of any Joint Special 
Committee of which he is a member. 

14. In all Joint Standing Committees, except that on Finance, the 
member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be Chairman ; of the 
Committee on Finance, the member first named in the Common Council 
shall be Chairman ; and in all Joint Special Committees of which the 
Mayor is not a member, the member first named in the Board where the 
business originates, shall be Chairman, and shall call the Committee 
together. 

15. The reports of all Committees, signed by a majority of the 
members, shall be made to the Board in which the business referred 
originated. 

16. No Committee shall act by separate consultation, and no report 
shall be received unless agreed to in Committee actually assembled. 

17. No Committee shall enter into any contract with, or purchase, 
or authorize the purchase of, any article, of any of its members. 

18. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit or approve any bill 
or account against the City, for any supplies or services which shall not 
have been ordered or authorized by the Committee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City Council shall 
be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, except in case of the 
introduction of an order. In such case, the member introducing an order 
shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back of the order. All 
other endorsements upon the back of papers shall be made by the Clerks, 
and the Clerks of the Boards respectively shall, on seasonable notice, 
make copies of any papers to be reported by Committees, at the request 
of the respective Chairmen thereof. 


MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in Conven- 
tion, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, unless by 
unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no 
subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless 
provision for the same shall be made by a specific transfer from some of 
the appropriations contained in the annual resolution, or by expressly 
creating therefor a City debt ; but no such debt shall be created unless 
the resolution authorizing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two- 
thirds of the whole number of each branch of the City Council voting by 
yea and nay. 

22. In balloting for officers of the City in Convention of the two 
Boards, blanks shall not be counted. 

23. Either Board may propose to the other for its. concurrence a 
time to which both Boards will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn 
without giving notice to the other Board through the Messenger or 
otherwise. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


First — The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. The journal of the previous meeting shall be read. 

2. Petitions shall next be called for, and be disposed of, by 
reference or otherwise. 

3. Such nominations, appointments and elections, as may be in 
order, shall be considered and disposed of. 

4. The orders of the day shall be taken up ; meaning by the orders 
of the day, the business remaining unfinished at the previous meeting, 
and such communications as may have been subsequently sent up from 
the Common Council. 

5. New business may be introduced by any member of the Board. 

Second — Every Bill or Ordinance shall pass through the following 
stages before it shall be considered as having received the final action of 
this Board, viz: — first reading, second reading, passage to be enrolled, 
passage to be ordained; and every Joint Besolution shall have two several 
readings before the question shall be taken on its final passage. 

Third — A Bill or Ordinance may be rejected at either stage in its 
progress, but may not pass through all its stages in one day. 

Fourth — Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows ; 

A Committee on Bills in Second Beading, 

A Committee on Enrollment, 

A Committee on Licenses, 

A Committee on Lighting Streets, 

A Committee on Police and Police Stations, 

A Committee on Bepairs oe Streets, 

A Committee on Setting Trees, 

A Committee on Weights and Measures, 
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Fifth — No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by a 
call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there be any 
conversation among the members while a paper is being read, or a question 
stated from the chair. 

Sixth — A motion for the re-consideration of a vote shall be open to 
debate, but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a member 
voting with the majority, or unless notice thereof be given at the meeting 
at which the vote passed, in which case the motion shall be made at the 
next meeting after ; and only one motion for the re-consideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

Seventh — When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

Eighth — The above rules and order of business shall be observed in 
all cases; unless suspended by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present for a specific purpose. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 

COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour ap- 
pointed for the meeting ; call the members to order, and within ten min- 
utes (or sooner if a quorum be present) he shall cause the roll to be 
called, and the names of the absentees recorded. Before proceeding to 
business, he shall cause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be read. 
In the absence of the President, the oldest member present shall call the 
Council to order, and preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that pur- 
pose, and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, or to put a 
question, but may read sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but if a vote be doubted, the Presi- 
dent shall, without further debate, require the members voting in the 
affirmative and negative to rise and stand until they are counted, and he 
shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substitution 
shall not extend beyond an adjournment; and, when out of the chair, 
the President may express his opinion on any subject under debate, and 
he shall not resume the chair while the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which they are 
moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature ; except 
that in naming -sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be first put. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be disposed of 
by a vote of the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a decision 
or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order ; that and the 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the main 
question be now put ? ” It shall only be admitted when demanded by a 
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majority of the members present ; and, until it is decided, shall preclude 
all amendment and further debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question, upon the 
request of one- third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the same time, 
the President shall name the member who is to speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place and respectfully address 
the presiding officer, confining himself to the question under debate, and 
avoiding personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, but may 
be described by the place he sits in, or such other designation as may be 
intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but by a 
call to order or to correct a mistake. If any member in speaking or 
otherwise, transgress the rules of the Council, the President shall, or any 
member may call him to order ; in which case the member so called to 
order shall immediately sit down, until the question of order is decided. 
If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not proceed without leave of 
the Council. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question, 
without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any other member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President or 
any member require it. 

IS. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which 
several motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are 
arranged ; and no motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in 
the same day in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. A motion for the re-consideration of a vote shall be open to 
debate, but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a member 
voting with the majority, or unless notice thereof be given at the meeting 
at which the vote passed ; in which case the motion shall be made at the 
next meeting after ; and only one motion for the re-consideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question is 
put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, excuse 
him. 
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21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under color of an amendment. 

22. All motions and reports may be committed or re-committed at 
the pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the sense 
will admit of it. • 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected to, it 
shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, unless 
three-fourths of the members present consent thereto ; nor shall any rule 
or order be repealed or amended, without one day’s notice being given 
of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the whole Council concur 
therein. 

26. All Committees, except such as the Council determine to select 
by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two Com- 
mittees at the same time, or be Chairman of more than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers, addressed to the Council, shall 
be presented to the President, or by a member in his place, who shall 
explain the subject thereof, and they shall be taken up in the order in 
which they were presented, unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing Committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : 

On Bills in Second Beading, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No Committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council, 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second Beading of 
Bills and Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The Buies of proceeding in the Council shall be observed in 
the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except the Buie 
limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a Committee is nominated by the Chair, the person first 
named shall be Chairman. In election of Committees by ballot, when a 
Chairman is not specially chosen, the person having the highest number 
of votes shall act as Chairman, and, in case of an equality in votes be- 
tween two or more members of a Committee, the members thereof shall 
choose a Chairman. 

33. All Ordinances and Resolutions shall have two several readings 
before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All Ordinances before being read a second time, shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Beading of Bills and Ordinances, 
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and after being reported upon by said Committee, shall be again read, 
after which second reading, the question shall be on passing the same to 
be enrolled. 

35. No Ordinance or Eesolution imposing penalties, or authorizing 
the expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading the same 
day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered and deter- 
mined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by permission of 
the President. 

37. All Committees of the Council shall consist of three members, 
unless a different number be specially ordered. And no report shall be 
received from any Committee, unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled ; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every Committee of the Council, to 
whom any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within five 
weeks, or ask for further time. 

39. The Clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and proceed- 
ings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted Eesolutions ; shall 
notice reports and memorials, and other papers submitted to the Board, 
only by their titles, or a brief description of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written ballots, and 
blanks shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its 
Committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The Clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of 
Committees who may require that service ; and on the appointment of 
every Standing Committee a book for records shall be provided by its 
Chairman, or by said Clerk. The Clerk shall have the custody of all 
minutes by him kept ; and the records of the several Committees shall be 
open to the inspection of the members of the City Council.

Be it Ordained by the Oity Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1. That Chapter Two of the Ordinances of the City he 
amended by striking out the Fifth Section and substituting therefor the 
following words : “ The fees for the services of said Superintendent and 
Undertakers at the funeral of any person to be buried within the city, of 
the age of twelve" years and over, shall be four dollars, and if under 
twelve years of age, three dollars and fifty cents, which fees shall be in 
full for digging the grave, attending with the funeral car at the funeral, 
conveying and burying the corpse, and obtaining and returning the facts 
required by Chapter Twenty-One of the General Statutes ; provided, 
however, that the fees for the burial of any pauper, if over twelve years 
of age, shall be three dollars, and if under that age, two dollars ,* pro- 
vided, further, that the said Superintendent and Undertakers shall col- 
lect the additional fees of twenty-five cents for the use of the funeral 
car which may be used in the burial of any person within the city, and 
ten cents per mile for any distance that the same may be driven from and 
to the city. And it shall be the duty of the several Undertakers to pay 
over the said fees for the use of the funeral car to the Superintendent of 
Burials monthly, and the said Superintendent shall pay the same into 
the City Treasury before he shall be entitled to his salary.”

The fares for the conveyance of passengers in any li- 
censed Hackney Coaches and other carriages, shall not exceed the follow- 
ing rates, viz. : For conveying one or more adult passengers from one place 
to another in the city, thirty-five cents each, except between the hours of 
ten o’clock, P. M., and five o’clock, A. M., when the rate of fare shall be 
fifty cents each ; for each child under twelve and over three years of age. 
fifteen cents may be charged ; and for children not over three years of 
age, accompanied by their parents or guardians, there shall be no charge. 
For the charges aforesaid each passenger may carry or may have with 
him or her, baggage not exceeding seventy-five pounds in weight ; and 
for additional baggage not exceeding fifty pounds, five cents extra may 
be charged.

A Board of Health shall be appointed annually in the 
month of January or February, or at any time when a vacancy may 
exist, consisting of the Mayor ( ex-officio ), two Aldermen, who shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, and three members of the Common Council, who 
shall be appointed by the President of that Board, with the powers and 
duties assigned to fioards of Health by the Statutes of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

Section 2. The Board of Health may make all regulations which 
they may deem necessary in regard to the removal and abatement of filth, 
rubbish, nuisances and causes of disease, and shall .have power to require 
such aid from the City Marshal, Police force, and the Superintendent of 
Streets, as may be necessary to search out and cause the removal of such 
sources and causes of disease ; to call upon the City Physician for advice 
or services in his professional capacity, or to appoint a physician to the 
Board; and to perform any other acts and duties which may to them 
seem necessary for the health of the City, provided always, that such acts 
shall be in conformity to the Statutes of the Commonwealth, and the 
Ordinances of the City of Lowell.

REPORT. 


When each successive year completes its circuit, and we 
stand once more at the starting-point, it is well for' communi- 
ties as for individuals, to review the record of the closing 
cycle ; and, if the retrospect shows many good intentions and 
high resolves not carried out, the result is not always a cause 
for self-reproach or lamentation. Happy indeed is it that 
the human mind is led so often to fix its standard above its 
reach, and to aspire to a greater good than it can achieve over 
mortal frailties and disappointments. Blessed be the Inspirer 
of these hopes and longings superior to our powers, and of 
endeavors to approximate to an ideal of perfection beyond 
our full attainment. 

While the School Committee thus examine their labors 
for the closing twelve-month, and find many efforts hut par- 
tially successful, many hopes not yet fully realized and many 
reasonable expectations unanswered, they also feel that the 
educational interests of the city have thriven in then hands, 
and they are consoled with the belief that they have planted 
some germs of improvement that under the fostering care of 
their successors, shall bear abundant fruit. 

During the year the merciful Disposer of events has 
spared the lives of the Committee, Superintendent and 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Teachers, and although a distressing epidemic has carried 
mourning to many parents’ hearts, the average mortality 
among the scholars has not been unusual. 

Nine of the female teachers, including some of the 
most deserving and successful in the city, have resigned, and 
others from whom much is expected, have taken then places. 

It has been found necessary to add three to the number 
of teachers employed last year. To supply the teacherships, 
the usual examination was held in February, but it was 
found expedient to have another in November; twenty-seven 
candidates were accepted at the first, and sixteen at the 
second. The scarcity of well-trained candidates is still a 
great evil. The state provides four admirable Normal , 
Schools for the gratuitous instruction of those wishing to 
become teachers, and it seems only proper that our perma- 
nent teacherships should no longer be given to those who 
have not had successful experience, normal training or other 
special preparation for this service. We can hardly afford 
longer to entrust our work to apprentices. 

The details of the changes made, and also of the opera- 
tions of the schools, are given in the subjoined report of the 
Superintendent of Public Schools. This officer, through the 
entire year, has devoted himself to his duties and has fully 
met the high expectations that were entertained of him. He 
has been constantly passing among the schools, reducing 
their operations to a steadily increasing degree of uniformity. 
He has equalized neighboring schools and has brought all the 
Grammar schools to the same system of gradation, re-arrang- 
ing the appointment of studies among the different classes, 
and ever exerting himself in numberless ways, to raise every 
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school to its proper place as a dependent member of a com- 
plicated but harmonious mechanism. His systematic and in- 
dustrious habits, joined to his long and successful experience 
in our schools as a teacher, have enabled him to he a very 
efficient superintendent of the schools and an equally agree- 
able and pleasant assistant to the Committee. His office in 
its early years being regarded somewhat as an experiment, 
our predecessors wisely decided to have its duties adminis- 
tered in a mild, unobtrusive manner, with some regard to the 
jealousies of our few and far-between unprogressive teachers, 
as well as to the prejudices of that small but long-lived sec- 
tion of the public, which regards all change as foolish and all 
progress as dangerous. Under excellent administration, the 
office has changed from an experiment to a fixture, and has 
come to he, in the minds of the Committee, quite as indispen- 
sible as any part of our educational organization. It would 
seem that the tune has come for the exercise of more author- 
ity by the Superintendent and a more vigorous and decisive 
direction by him of the internal affairs of the schools and the 
work of the teachers, than has hitherto been thought expedi- 
ent. In no other department of the City Government nor in 
general business, would any one dream of the employment 
of one hundred and three persons, scattered out of sight all 
through a great municipality, without an overseer to direct 
and control thefr operations with energy and decision. If 
any form of business needs such care, it surely must he the 
education and nurture of our six thousand children, our 
city’s fondest hope and the inheritors and rulers of its future. 

The number of children of school age, (five to fifteen 
years), in our city is now greater than ever before. The 
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census taken by the Assessors annually on the 1st of May, 
has shown the following results for eight successive years :

Whatever result may attend the earnest efforts of a 
distinguished professional and official writer among us, on 
the subject of population, it is probable that this census will 
show a constant increase for years to come.

Eorty-seven Primary Schools, with fifty female teachers. 

Eight Grammar Schools, with seven male and thirty-seven female teachers. 
One High School, with four male and three female teachers. 

One teacher (male) of Vocal Music and one (male) of Penmanship. 

Total, fifty-six schools and one hundred and three teachers. 

First in order, and first in importance, come the forty- 
seven Primary Schools. An increase of schools of this 
grade is required in some parts of the city, a fact that will 
early press itself upon the attention of the incoming Board. 
A school of this sort should not contain more than fifty 
pupils, but some of ours during the present month have 
from seventy to one hundred each. Eleven of the schools 
average seventy-seven and a half scholars, and the five in 
Belvidere average above seventy-one each, they containing 
more than one-eighth of the scholars found in the whole 
forty-seven schools. As the four Primaries nearest Belvidere 
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contain above seventy-six scholars each, the only way to 
reduce the schools there to proper and 'profitable limits, will 
be to construct a new school-house in that section. Room 
should be provided for three schools at least, so that No. 35 
can be removed from the Moody School House, leaving 
another room for the Grammar School. If it were practica- 
ble to remove all the Primary Schools from the Grammar 
School buildings, the change would add much to the safety 
of the younger scholars and the comfort of teachers. As 
fast as the growth of the Grammar Schools calls for more 
room, the Primary Schools should be sent out to spacious and 
even elegant houses of their own. 

The Primary Schools should be the objects of the greatest 
solicitude. In them the work of education commences, and the 
manner of its beginning will greatly affect the subsequent 
career of the scholar. If but one grade of our schools can excel, 
let it be the Primary. If all attain high excellence, the com- 
munity should see that the Primary is still ^re-eminent — that 
it is the most carefully fostered, the most liberally supported 
and is furnished with the best teachers in the city, who shall be 
more highly honored and at least as well paid, as the teachers 
in the grade next above. Great care should be taken to remove 
the too common delusion that the Primary requires a less 
able teacher than the higher grades. The fact is quite the 
reverse. The work of awakening the mind, giving it its first 
impressions, inclinations and aspirations, is a delicate and fear- 
fully critical experiment. Rightly performed, it is like attuning 
a harp to celestial harmonies, and wrongly done it is like, but 
far worse than like, deforming the child’s limbs, benumbing 
its ears and distorting its eyes. The best talent is required 
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for the effort. If inexperienced, unprepared teachers are to 
be employed, by all means let them be inflicted on some other 
grade, and not be entrusted with the most nice, responsible 
and noble work of the Primary Schools, until they have 
gained experience at the expense of some less sensitive and 
fragile class of intellects. The idea still exists, even among 
teachers, that the change from the principalship of a Primary 
School to an assistant’s place in a Grammar School, is promo- 
tion. This mistake should be corrected, and our Primary 
teachers be made to feel both in mind and in pocket, that 
the community regard their positions as most honorable and 
important, and that from them no change can be rightfully 
called “promotion.” The skillful and faithful Primary 
teacher is worthy of all encouragement and grateful remem- 
brance, and should rarely or never be allowed to resign her 
charge upon any question of compensation. Such a laborer 
is worthy of her hire ! Would that the hire were always 
worthy of the laborer ! 

The large majority of our Primary Schools are good : 
several are very good and quite a number are excellent. 
The Primary teachers for the most part, but not in every 
case, show great interest in their duties, manifesting a desire 
to get new ideas on educational matters and to apply them 
to practice in their schools. Teachers that do this, will 
steadily improve. Those that do not do it, should be sent 
where they can earn their living without damaging the com- 
munity as every poor teacher must do. 

Still, in all these schools there is too much use of the 
book, and far too little of the magnetic effect of oral instruc- 
tion. Not a few teachers, even of those who try to be good 
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ones, are entirely unmindful of Nature's way of teaching. 
The child begins life by feeling everything he can reach. 
Even the blaze of the lamp and the hot stove he tests with 
his fingers, thus taking his first lessons in chemistry and phil- 
osophy long before his first lesson in words. As he grows, he 
is continually handling new things and thus getting his ideas 
of them. During his first five years he learns a myriad of 
wonderful matters, and educates himself not a little in prac- 
tical affairs, and nearly all he does by touching, seeing or 
tasting. His ears are doing far the least of his five senses. 
At the age mentioned, he is caught and sent to school for the 
first time. Do we follow Nature’s example and teach him 
there mainly through his fingers and eyes ? Do we take full 
advantage of those powers of observation and of comparing 
things , not ideas, that have been developing from his birth ? 
Oh, no ! We too commonly disregard Nature and the foun- 
dation she has so carefully and thoroughly laid. We are 
pretty sure to put the child down to tasks, and to commence 
hj force, seconded by painful effort on his part, to fasten into 
his memoiy in words that convey to him very little meaning, 
a succession of facts that he does not understand and many 
of which would do him small good if he did. Somebody’s 
facts in formidable language, are crowded into his mem- 
ory; with the natural teaching he still gets out of school he 
continues to learn and is enabled to make some slight use of 
the ideas he picks up in school, so that lie finally leaves the 
Primary school knowing a few things and half knowing a 
good many more, but oh ! how lamentably inferior to what he 
would have been with a natural system of education after so 
many years and so much of labor and expense. But in some 
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cases the prevalent manner of training the child is attended 
with results more terrible than ignorance. A report adopted 
by the School Committee of Boston last June, remarks as 
follows : 

•‘What we need in onr schools is more teaching and less stupid memor- 
izing ; education , not cramming. Many of our text-books, — and they are all 
, too blindly followed by the teachers,— are made up upon this plan, namely, 
of saving the teacher from any labor, except the mere effort of hearing the 
recitation. * * * When we compare the value of the fruits of this mem- 

orizing process with that of the active development of the mind of the pupil 
into a state of real intelligence, we can but conclude that the time of the 
pupil mis-spent in this way, is worse than wasted , for it tends to make him a 
mental cripple." 

Sir Henry Holland, an eminent physician of London, 
protests against this forcing of the memory, and adds — “ the 
memory may be seriously, sometimes lastingly injured by 
pressing upon it too continuously in early life. * * # Its 

powers are only gradually developed, and if forced into pre- 
mature exercise they are impaired by the effort.” He also 
mentions in his practice, certain cases approaching imbecil- 
ity, that resulted from this over-exercise of the memory in 
youth. 

Surgeon R. B. Carter of England, says on this point : 

“ The pupil whose intellect has slumbered while his senses have been 
active, remembers sounds with facility and is content to attach no meaning 
to them. He substitutes the appearance of knowledge for the reality — the 
sign for the thing signified — words for ideas — answers for information. His 
verbal knowledge is often so accurate as to prevent the slightest suspicion of 
the utter mental darkness that it veils. 

“ The sensorium which might be left to Nature is called into activity; 
and the intellect which should be cultivated by art is left dormant. The 
child is trained towards the mental state suited to savageism, instead of that 
required by civilization ; and in a greater or less degree the kind of mental 
weakness observed in the savage is the result. It would be difficult to devise 
a process which should predispose more powerfully than this to mental ali- 
enation under the trials of life ; and I believe that the prevalence and the 
increase of insanity are due in great measure to the faultiness of common 
methods of instruction.” 
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Many authorities might he cited to the like effect. 
Enough, to say that the prevalent system of Primary train- 
ing is contrary to the methods of Nature, and as Old Hippoc- 
rates tells us — " When Nature opposes, our labor is lost.” 

Now, in a true system of instruction, the memory is con- 
stantly exercised, but it is only called upon to remember 
those things that are received through the other senses. The 
scholar is to be be educated — a term derived from the Latin 
educo, which means to draw out. Thus education is a draw T - 
ing out of the pupil’s mind of that which the various senses 
have put into it. There is a world- wide difference between 
this process and that more common one just condemned. 

The great value of “ Object Teaching ” will begin to be 
seen. In this, the teacher standing before her class with no 
text-book and no set words, holds up some object, such as a 
slate, a knife, a nail, a piece of wood, a stone, a flower or leaf, 
an ear of corn, a specimen of fruit, &c., &c. Then follow 
questions upon the origin, use, shape, color, weight, odor, 
strength, value &c., of the object ; the latter may be passed 
about in the hands of the scholars until neither they nor the 
teacher can think of any more to ask or say in connection 
with it. Perhaps fifteen minutes each half day is enough 
for a class to give to this exercise, and some portion of this 
time should be used in review questions upon previous exer- 
cises. With the younger classes the answers will be fewer 
and the exercises shorter, but in the older classes the interest 
excited will soon be very great, the answers full and animat- 
ed, and the entire stock of the teacher’s information be some- 
times taxed quite unexpectedly and even amusingly. In 
this way, with constant reviews, the memory finds enough to 
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do and does it without driving or over-exertion. By the end 
of the Primary course, the pupil has handled and looked over 
and sometimes tasted, pulled or broken in pieces, smelt, 
measured and mentally weighed, many hundreds of articles 5 
he has laid up a stock of information of incredible amount and 
all he knows, he has in* his turn given the rest of his class as 
he has proposed or answered the latest questions of each 
exercise ; and what is best of all, he has acquired habits of 
careful observation and reasoning that will last him through 
life, growing with his growth and strengthening with his 
strength, and proving the main pillar of his subsequent edu- 
cation. 

To hasten the application of this system to the regular 
studies, the Committee have discontinued the use of any 
text-book of geography in the Primary schools, and have 
directed that branch to be taught orally, and from outline 
maps which have been provided, or from maps drawn on the 
black-board by the pupils from memory, an exercise recom- 
mended but not yet made compulsory. If the incoming 
Committee will place a globe in each room and a cheap com- 
pass, they will aid in carrying out the plan. Some of the 
Committee have seen a class taught in this manner, standing 
with animated eyes fixed on the teacher or the map, almost 
breathlessly watching for the forthcoming question, or with 
a not ignoble ambition, stretching aloft their quivering fingers 
for leave to put a question that has suggested itself to them. 
Small need of whip and spur there, but some of rein and 
brake ! 

A little of such teaching can be seen in some of our 
schools, but, alas ! in very few. Some of our teachers sigh 
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for the old stupid and stupefying process of having the 
words of the book committed to memory, hut that abomina- 
tion having been prohibited by the Committee, they have 
to yield to the advance of. science. The great majority of 
our teachers, however, are, as has been said, of a progressive 
character, and are restrained in this matter somewhat by the 

opinions of the public in favor of the old methods. The 

* 

rational system has been dwelt upon in this report, with the 
hope that the parents will become interested in the matter 
and will approve and stimulate all efforts that may be made 
for a reform. 

In carrying out Object Teaching, after each alternate 
exercise, or oftener, the scholars should write, on their slates 
an account of what has been said. Thus the lesson is more 
firmly fixed in their minds, their writing is improved, the 
mis-spelled and mis-used words will make a good spelling 
lesson, and the writers will soon acquire, unconsciously, a 
fluent style and readiness at composition. 

Drawing should go hand in hand with such teaching, 
from the first month in the Primary School to the last month 
in the High School. That an art of which the simpler parts 
are so readily acquired, and which is so constantly useful in 
itself, besides the training it gives the hand and eye for 
other purposes, should be totally neglected in the schools, 
is, in a practical community like ours, a very singular fact. 
In Cincinnati drawing is taught regularly in all the schools. 
Throughout the kingdom of Prussia it has long been taught 
in all the schools of her fifteen million inhabitants — schools 
second to none in the world, and which take in substantially 
every child in the country. Horace Mann said twenty-five 
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years ago, that in the many public schools which he visited 
in Germany, almost every pupil could draw with ease and 
most with beauty ; and added, that he never saw a teacher 
there use a ruler or guide in drawing the most nice and 
complicated black-board figures, nor make a single alteration 
because he had drawn a line too long or short. Yerily, the 
eyes and hands that aimed the needle-guns at Sadowa had 
been trained in the drawing lessons of the public schools, 
and the victory may not have been mostly due to the gun- 
smith ! As many of our teachers have no opportunity to 
become familiar with drawing, the Committee will suggest 
to their sucessors the expediency of a drawing teacher who 
shall, for a term or two, visit all the schools in the city as 
often as practicable, and instruct the teachers as well as 
pupils. 

The Committee have confined Colburn’s Intellectual 
Arithmetic to the Grammar Schools, requiring its daily use 
there, and have provided the Primary schools with Walton’s 
Mental Arithmetic, an excellent and attractive little work 
which embraces many features of Object Teaching and gives 
great satisfaction. But more remains to be done. The 
teachers with a little cheap apparatus, can do wonders. For 
instance, let there be nailed on one side of each Primary 
room a neatly painted strip of wood just a rod long, divided 
into feet and one of the feet subdivided into inches. Give 
the scholars a few flat blocks just an inch square ; let them 
handle these, measure little things with them, and when 
familiar with them and with the exact value of the inch, let 
them find out by trial that these inches are just as long as 
the inches on the measure, and that twelve of them make a 
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foot and sixteen and a half feet a rod ; with a yard stick 
they will find the relations of that measure ; then, if several 
times made to look at some object about a mile away and 
told that it would take three hundred and twenty of the 
rod measures to reach it and make up the mile, they will 
have found out the table of long measure for themselves. 
They will know it, and will never forget it, for have they not 
found it out with their fingers and their eyes, and, in fact, 
discovered it as much as if it had never existed ? 

Or, let them get familiar with a gill measure and pro- 
ceed to find how many gills of water or sand it will 
take to fill up a pint measure, how many pints a quart 
measure and how many quarts a gallon. Let them keep at 
this at intervals until every one has tried it and learned it. 
The capacity of the barrel like the length of the mile they 
must take partly on trust. They thus find out the table of 
liquid measure, and it also becomes theirs by right of dis- 
covery. Some simple scales will lead to avoirdupois weight, 
and in that doubly golden age when specie is again in circu- 
lation, a few coins will lead them to the table of federal 
money as a pastime. What they learn in this way, is far 
more certainly and thoroughly known than if acquired by 
committing the simple fact to memory. By the latter 
method they are largely disgusted, and their tired minds 
either forget the fact or retain it as the stomach retains a 
piece of undigested food ; but by the other process, the 
scholars have learned their tables by the same system that 
Nature taught them by in their early childhood — they know 
the facts and the principles, and have been as pleasantly 
occupied, discovering them, as is the chemist while expert 
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meriting in his laboratory and forgetting his meals in his 
interest. These things have been done, and there is not, or 
ought not to be, a teacher in our schools who can not do 
them again. The subject can barely be glanced at in this 
report. It is hoped that enough has been said to lead to 
enquiry, discussion and experiment. That accomplished, 
the good work will go on, and our schools become mind- 
forming , being no longer content with mind -filling. 

The remarks upon teaching in the Primary Schools, 
will apply with slight variations to the Grammar Schools. 
The Committee have strictly forbidden the teachers from 
allowing the pupils to commit to memory and repeat the 
words of their text-books in geography and history ; any 
teacher violating this rule is liable to immediate dismissal. 
Prompt measures seem necessary to entirely remove from 
this grade of schools this worthless and injurious custom, 
the evil effects of which have alreadjr been dwelt upon. 
Daity oral exercises have been prescribed, and the teachers 
enjoined, at all times, to require their scholars to express 
their own thoughts and use their own language rather than 
the words of their text-books. Mental arithmetic has been 
ordered as a daily exercise in every class in these schools. 
This branch is never finished and should be pursued in the 
High School course. At least, a rigid examination in it 
should be given every candidate for the High School and a 
failure be fatal to admission. The following rule has also 
been established : 

“ Each teacher must ever bear in mind that English grammar teaches 
the student to speak and write the language correctly, and must therefore 
pay close attention to the language used by the pupils, and lose no oppor- 
tunity of leading them to apply their knowledge of grammar to their daily 
conversation.” 
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The study of English grammar is the subject of much 
hard work and perplexity to the scholars, and absorbs no 
small part of the time of the upper divisions. If at the 
end, the scholar has not learned to “ speak and write the 
language correctly,” he has lost his time, and has strength- 
ened the ruinous habit of passing over a study without 
understanding it. Some of our schools compel the scholar 
in grammar and in arithmetic to commit to memory the 
rules as preliminary to learning the application. This -is 
decidedly unnatural. In multiplication, for instance, the 
beginner should become familiar with the process and be 
able to work examples with facility, before the rule is men- 
tioned ; then from his work he will deduce the rule, or a 
rule just as good, and one that will reflect his own ideas, 
instead of. being mainly incomprehensible, as the thing often 
is allowed to be till long after it has been learned and repeated. 
A common delusion is that scholars learn how to work ordi- 
nary arithmetical examples from first acquiring the rule. 
This, to state it mildly, is not generally the case. Nor is it 
true of grammar. The scholar should deduce his rule from 
what he learns, not take it for granted. On this point, 
George B. Emerson says : 


“No rule, no definition, is intelligible to a child till after he has learnt 
what it means from examples. Nothing, therefore, can be more unnatural, 
or more unphilosophical and absurd, than committing to memory and 'pre- 
tending to learn, abstract propositions in grammar, before the facts in the 
language, from which they were originally inferred, have been made fami- 
liar, or even known. * * * * * 

“ The definitions and rules are, in many schools, committed to memory 
before they are or can be understood ; and Much of the time which most of 
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the children have to learn to speak and write our language correctly, which 
can only be done by speaking and writing it in sentences made by themselves, 
is wasted in committing to memory and repeating unintelligible sentences, 
most of which would be of very little use even if they were understood.”* 

President Hill, of Harvard College, takes similar ground, 
and says that the study must be begun by presenting its 
facts to the imagination, and the principles afterwards. 
The mass of chaff which children are often forced to swal- 
low on account of the few grains of wheat buried therein, 
is shown by the size of the grammars in use. The poet 
Milton, was an exquisite Latinist, and he published a gram- 
mar containing all that he thought required to make a 
thorough scholar; the book contains less than thirty-two 
pages of Andrews & Stoddard’s grammar, which latter 
work, for the same purpose, demands the study of more than 
three hundred pages. Prof. Thompson, of Queen’s College, 
Belfast, says that he can put all the Latin grammar neces- 
sary to make a boy a good scholar, into a book of twenty- 
four pages that will sell for six-pence. Heine, the famous 
German poet, happily remarks that it was well for the old 
Romans that they did not have to master Latin grammar, 
for otherwise they would have had no time to conquer the 
world. What is true of Latin grammar, is far more decid- 
edly so of English. 

To show the absurd grammatical distinctions created 
by book-makers, take the common word every . To the 
question — “ What part of speech is every ? ” the forty-three 

* Massachusetts Teacher , for April, 1867. This excellent periodical should he regularly 
read and studied by every teacher. Where schools are in groups the teachers can easily 
unite their means in taking several works of this kind for joint use. 
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text-books on English grammar, generally accessible, (includ- 
ing all ever used in our schools,) give twenty-four different 
answers. The largest number agreeing on one answer is 
seven ; the next largest, four. One of these answers, in 
which it is a relief to know that no other author concurs, is 
given by James Brown, not unknown in this region, who in 
1840 published a text-book on grammar from which, he 
claimed, parents might teach themselves and their children, 
and “ adults with good minds ” might “ acquire with very 
little attention, a correct knowledge of syntax without the 
aid of a teacher.” His answer to the above question is — 
“ Every is a word of the agnomo-claditory, meta-relatory 
class, numeral-elimatoiy and sine-indicatory.” 

Prof. Beck, Lord Kaime, Adam Smith, John Locke, 
and that grand old schoolmaster of royalty, Roger Ascham, 
with many other rare scholars, have pleaded for simplicity 
in our grammatical education — the giving up of the great 
mass of rules and distinctions, that originate not in the 
language but in the uneasy brains of those who make books 
as a speculation. 

It would seem that the schools of a practical, enter- 
prizing, common-sense community like ours, would furnish 
a most eligible field for a reform so long and so loudly 
called for. 

But our Grammar Schools need still further elevation. 
If they are reduced to the position of mere feeders of the 
High School, it is but reasonable to expect their masters to 
aim at the highest success in that work, claiming merit 
according to the results, and it is due to them to say that 
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in performing so well this duty, they show themselves wor- 
thy of a wider field and a higher range. Now suppose the 
following plan to be adopted : — When the first class has 
completed the present course, let it remain in the Grammar 
School another year as the advanced class, perfecting itself 
in arithmetic, history, physical geography, composition, elo- 
cution, drawing and penmanship, completing physiology and 
natural philosophy, and commencing astronomy, algebra and 
plane geometry. At the end of the year, the members will 
be well fitted for promotion to the High School, or to go 
forth to special training in the business of life. More than 
nine-tenths of the pupils entering the Grammar Schools 
never go further. How important, then, that for this enor- 
mous majority, a higher and broader course of study be 
furnished 1 The influence of such an advanced course 
would be felt in the lower classes, and each school would 
become a seminary of a much higher order in all its parts. 
Some little philosophical apparatus would be needed, with a 
few geometrical models and charts which are desirable at 
present; but the change would be inexpensive. 

Another great step toward improving these schools, 
would be the release of the master from the sole charge of 
one of the rooms, and such an arrangement of his assistants, 
that at least half his time, every day, could be spent in the 
various rooms of his school, or the adjacent Primary Schools. 
Every class and every assistant teacher would thus be 
brought regularly under his supervision, his school becom- 
ing a unit and the Primary course keeping in harmony 
therewith. In Boston, the past year, the Committee have 
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released the masters from all especial charge of any room, 
and have required them to devote their whole time to such 
oversight as is here described. The same plan has been 
adopted in Cincinnati. This subject is respectfully sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the incoming board. 

The High School building his been re-modelled and 
enlarged the past year ; it is now an elegant and commo- 
dious edifice, worthy of any city. The apparatus and the 
reference library have been increased and brought up to the 
present time. The school is in a flourishing condition, and 
gives hope of much improvement with its increased facilities. 

But in this school, as in others, there should be less of 
the mere acquirement of facts, and more training in habits 
of thought and investigation. The graduates should be 
practical thinkers. Especially should they be familiar with 
the natural sciences and their principles. In floral, vegetable 
and arboreal botany, in geology and practical mineralogy, in 
descriptive astronomy, and emphatically in human physiol- 
ogy and development, physical and mental, should they be 
entirely at home. They should be able at once to find the 
power of any apparatus or mechanism in ordinary use, and 
to describe its objects and capabilities and history ; in accous- 
tics and optics they ought to be competent to point out and 
obviate the errors that so generally afflict the community in 
public and private edifices ; and in chemistry, the great 
key to Nature’s secrets, they should, as we trust they to 
some extent are becoming, be as well grounded as in 
the studies and amusements of childhood. The principal 
arts followed by our citizens, and the underlying principles, 
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should be well understood, and the pupils’ general intelligence 
embrace all the leading interests of the world immediately 
around them. In moral education, their training should be 
such as becomes the upper grade of a system of schools 
upon which so much care and expense is bestowed, and 
befits the last step in our public education. It is not 
intimated that all these things are neglected, but that the 
school should be so arranged that their thorough accomplish- 
ment would be achieved in nearly every case. 

But the annual turning in upon this school of a hundred 
or more imperfectly fitted and immature Grammar School 
scholars, who have to spend much of the first year on studies 
which should have been previously pursued, must always 
depress this school far below its proper position. With the 
improved methods of teaching that have been suggested, and 
the advanced course for the Grammar Schools, the High 
School would at once become of a far higher order, a vastly 
wider range and an immensely greater power. The princi- 
pal and his assistants generally, deserve credit for accomplish- 
ing so much under the circumstances, and with the altera- 
tions pointed out, they would do much towards placing the 
institution alongside the best High Schools in the state. 

In the narrow limits of this report, the Committee have 
been obliged to confine themselves mainly to defects and 
suggestions of improvement. Did space allow, much might 
be added in praise of various features of our schools, especially 
of the instruction in vocal-music and in penmanship, (which 
are still admirably conducted,) and of a large portion of our 
teachers. Many of the latter are earnest, untiring and con- 
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scientious, ever mindful of the solemn charge entrusted to 
them and desirous of that high mental reward that follows 
the faithful performance of such duties. 

Our schools, in their early days, had many strong, able 
friends and good teachers. Several of these are still found 
in our professional and business circles, and some are yet 
connected with our educational affairs. The good effects of 
their earnest labors are widely felt in the community, and 
there are many to rise up and call them blessed. If our 
schools continue to be favored with such friends and guar- 
dians, those who spare no effort and fear no prejudice, but 
make themselves the faithful missionaries of all scientific and 
philosophical progress in the education of youth, then will 
the mighty Lowell of the future he worthy of the humbler 
Lowell of the past, and great as shall be its reputation 
for those industrial arts that minister to the comfort and 
happiness of mankind, it shall win a nobler fame for the 
unfading raiment and the priceless jewels -with which it pro- 
tects and adorns the immortal minds of its rising generations. 

Great, indeed, is the thought of our city caring tenderly 
for its children, through all coming time, regardless of race, 
sect or condition, but guiding all impartially towards the full 
development of their physical, intellectual and moral powers, 
and preparing them for their greatest usefulness and happi- 
ness as citizens of a Christian republic. And sublime, too, is 
the recollection of our Pilgrim and Puritan ancestors, as in 
their weakness, their suffering and their peril, they regarded 
no labor too arduous and no sacrifice too great, to found in 
the new-born colonies of the Bay, the first system of free. 
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equal and universal education the world had seen. With a 
due sense of our duty to the future, may we remember our 
debt to the past, and feel stirred to higher efforts by the 
thought that — 

“ When driven by oppression’s rod, 

Our fathers crossed the sea, 

Their care was first to honor God, 

And next, to leave their children free. 

Beneath the forest’s gloomy shade, 

The altar and the school appeared ; 

On that the gifts of faith were laid — 

In this their fondest hopes were reared. 

The altar and the school still stand, 

The sacred pillars of our trust, 

That Freedom’s sons may fill the land, 

When we are sleeping in the dust.” 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Gentlemen of the School Committee : 

In making up this, my first Report as Superintendent 
of Public Schools, I have endeavored to be as concise as 
possible consistent with the requirements of the Rules and 
Regulations, and the right of the community to know all 
that pertains to the workings of the school system in oper- 
ation among them. The present Superintendent was elected 
by the Board of 1866, to fill a vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of Abner J. Phipps, Esq., now Agent of the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Education, of whom the Report of the 
School Committee spoke as follows : 

“The scholarship and culture of Mr. Phipps have been invaluable to our 
schools, while his uniform courtesy and geniality, his scrupulous faithfulness, 
fairness, and impartiality, his untiring industry, his zeal in educational mat- 
ters, and his intelligent interest in the city at large and its general welfare, 
have earned alike our confidence, our gratitude and our esteem/’ 

Fully appreciating the justness of this encomium, and 
knowing that it expressed equally as well the sentiments of 
the teachers as of the Committee, I entered upon my duties 
with a deep sense of the responsibility I was -assuming. I 
regret that I did not have the benefit of Mr. Phipps’ coun- 
sel and assistance, in the early part of the year, in ascer- 
taining the condition of the schools placed under my super- 
vision. As he was obliged to enter at once upon his new 
field of labor, I had to make my first official visits alone, 
and to introduce myself to many with whom I had no per- 
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sonal acquaintance. It gives me pleasure to add, that I was 
cordially received by all the teachers without exception, 
and I attribute whatever success has attended me in my new 
sphere of duty, to then' hearty co-operation with the Commit- 
tee and myself in our efforts to educate and elevate those 
who, in a few years, are to he our successors, and whose abil- 
ities to discharge their duties to others understandingly and 
faithfully, will depend in a great measure upon the manner 
in which we discharge our duties to them.

During the past year, so many important alterations 
have been made in school houses, and such radical changes 
in our system of instruction, that the citizens have a right 
to expect corresponding benefits. 

Besides the remodeling of the High School house, much 
has been done by the Superintendent of Public Buildings on 
the other school houses in the city, and I believe them to be 
in a better condition, generally, than ever before. A new 
boiler has been put into the Moody School house, and the 
steam-pipes have been so arranged that each room can be 
heated independently of the other rooms in the building, which 
is a great improvement on the old plan. 

Most of the school houses, however, are badly venti- 
lated. Those heated by steam require much more ventila- 
tion than those heated by furnaces or stoves, because there is 
no draft through the room as there is when the latter are 
used. Hardly a school house in the city has sufficient venti- 
lation. In this connection I wish to enter a protest against 
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the use of double windows in the school houses, unless there 
is adequate provision made for the introduction of pure air. 

The fifty-seven schools of the city occupy thirty-three 
buildings, viz.: 

One High School House , containing six school rooms, 
one recitation room, a room for philosophical apparatus, a 
laboratory, a large and beautiful hall in the third story, 
clothes rooms, wash rooms, and all the modern conveniences 
for a school house ; 

Seven Grammar School Houses , containing, each, seven 
rooms and one recitation room ; 

One Grammar School House , containing eight rooms 
of equal size ; 

One Primary School House , containing four rooms ; 

Eight Primaries containing two rooms each ; and fifteen 
Primaries containing only one room each. 

The Bartlett and Edson Grammar Schools occupy all 
the rooms in their respective buildings ; the Moody occupies 
seven rooms ; the Green, five ; and the Colburn, Franklin, 
Mann and Varnum, four each. In the Colburn School house 
there are three Primary Schools, in the Franklin, Green, 
Mann and Varnum, two each ; and in the Moody, one. There 
are, also, in these buildings seven unoccupied rooms, includ- 
ing the recitation room in the Colburn School house. 

Early in the year, the Committee on School Houses made 
a thorough inspection of the yards and out-houses connected 
with the above, with a view to suggesting to the Board the 
best measures to be adopted for keeping them in a proper 
condition. 

Their report, which was full and particular, was adopted 
and ordered to be printed, and a copy was sent to each 
teacher. Through the year the teachers have been frequently 
reminded of the importance of attending to its suggestions. 
I am happy to say a very marked, and with very few excep- 
tions, a lasting improvement has been made. 
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The regulations make it the duty of the teachers “ to 
exercise a general care over the buildings occupied by them, 
including fences, trees, yards,” &c., and in nearly every case 
where that duty has been devolved upon a single individual, 
and not divided, as in former years, a very great improve- 
ment has been observed. The Principals of the Edson and 
Bartlett Grammar Schools have been obliged to exercise 
extraordinary vigilance on account of the commons near 
them being so much frequented in the summer and fall by 
players of games, particularly on Wednesday and Saturday 
afternoons. Among the base ball players, there have been 
found some of the baser sort ” who have caused much 
mischief by breaking glass, and defiling the yards. Some 
arrests have been made, but the evil in the neighborhood of 
the Edson School is still a serious one. With the present 
fences, access to the yards of both schools is easy, and the 
good water to be obtained from the pumps in the yards ren- 
ders it impossible to keep the gates closed during any part 
of the day. The neighbors near the Bartlett School claim a 
right to the use of the pumps because they pay taxes. 

Especial credit is due to a teacher in the Primary School 
house on the corner of Middlesex and Elliott Streets who 
has, voluntarily, had the exclusive charge of the premises 
during the year. The neighbors appreciate her success 
much more than the Committee can. That the task was not 
a light one, is shown from the fact that the four schools in 
the building numbered, last term, three hundred and thirty- 
nine different scholars between five and fifteen years of age, 
to a large portion of whom habits of cleanliness were not, at 
home, regarded as of primary importance. 

I believe that all the out-houses connected with the 
Primary Schools that are not kept in Grammar School houses, 
are in as good condition as they can 'be, considering the frail 
manner in which some of them are constructed. 
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The house on Elliott Street has very inadequate accom- 
modations. It is so located that there is scanty room on 
every side. If it were placed on the front and middle of the 
lot facing Elliott Street, there would be sufficient space at 
both ends and in the rear for all practical, purposes. Now t , 
one room, No. 30, is approached by a covered flight of stairs 
on the outside of the building, which in the winter season 
becomes a dangerous way from the snow and ice that collect 
there ; the wood for heating purposes is kept in the cellar, 
and has to be carried up one flight of stars, through the yard, 
to the side walk, then through another yard and up the 
dangerous way to the school room ; the school yards being 
small, and in wet weather very muddy, the children at recess 
resort to the side walk for a play ground. This building 
ought to receive a thorough overhauling. 

Primarjr School house No. 8 is badly located, being near 
a machine shop- It should be on the east side of Worthen 
Street, near Mechanic Street. The building is an excellent 
one, in good repair, could be easily moved, and deserves a 
better site. 

GREEN SCHOOL HOUSE. 

Of this house I am compelled to say that its condition 
is daily growing worse. It is now hopelessly surrounded by 
manufacturing establishments. On the east are u Steam and 
Gas Pipe Works,” <c Brass Foundery,” &c., on the south- 
east, establishments for the manufacture of Hair Dye, Pills, 
Cherry Pectoral and other excellent patent medicines, and on 
the west, separated from it by a narrow tenement, is another 
manufactory, — all of which are furnished with steam-power 
from three separate boilers. The surrounding buildings are 
so near and so high, and the smoke from their chimneys is so 
constantly dropping its soot and cinders on all sides, that the 
jrooms are dark, dirty and unwholesome. There are four 
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rooms from which in the winter season the sun is seen but a 
small part of the day. 

The room occupied by Primary No. 1 is especially dark 
and cheerless, and that occupied by Primary No. 29 is within 
ten feet of a very offensive out-house with which more pains 
have been taken to keep it clean than with any other in the 
city, and with the poorest success. In the summer the noise 
of machinery, the constant puffing of steam, and the rattling 
of passing carriages, render it almost impossible for the 
scholars to study or the teachers to hear recitations. The 
number of scholars attending school in the building during 
the term ending November 23rd was four hundred and forty- 
seven, and it is feared by the Sub-Committee of the school, 
that it may be necessary to open the vacant room in the 
building to relieve Primaries Nos. 3 and 29, which during the 
first week of this term had one hundred and fifty-one 
scholars. Should this be done, there will be more scholars in 
the building than in any other in the city. 

Can there be serious question as to the duty of the 
City Government to provide suitable accommodations for these 
children ? Does not humanity demand it ? And in view of 
its dangerous situation, are we not assuming a tremendous 
responsibility in delaying preparations for removal. The 
frightful accidents of the last three months should not be 
without their lesson. The extra tax of a few dollars saved 
would afford slight consolation to a community suffering from 
a calamity that might have been avoided. I feel that I 
should not be true to my trust if I did not urge upon the 
Board early and decided action upon this matter, 

TRUANCY. 

This subject has received much attention. Mr. Huse, 
who has so long and faithfully served the city as Truant 
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Commissioner, being dangerously sick at the beginning of the 
year, Mr. Benjamin G. Mooney was appointed to the office. 
His services were very acceptable to the teachers and the pa- 
rents of truants, but he was obliged to devote some part of his 
time to other police duties, thus imparing somewhat his use- 
fulness as a truant commissioner. Mr. Huse having in the 
meantime recovered his health, resumed his duties on the first 
of May, since which time he has been very assiduous in his 
labors. 

His services are regarded by the teachers and all those 
who are best acquainted with the schools, as invaluable, not 
alone for the number of truants returned to school and 
reclaimed, but for the influence on many who are deterred 
from becoming truants by the wholesome awe inspired by his 
vigilance. 

The following is the report of his labors since May 1st :

Very many, perhaps most of those seen on the streets 
during school hours, are, in the opinion of Mr. Huse, children 
employed in our manufacturing establishments who work only 
five days of twelve hours each, in a week, to comply with 
the requirements of the statute. In September, after a con- 
ference with Mr. Huse, a plan was adopted by which every 
important case of truancy was to be reported to me, and by 
me sent to the Truant Commissioner, with orders to attend to 
the same immediately. The teachers and Mr. Huse testify 
in the strongest terms to the. efficacy of this plan, and express 
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the opinion that the attendance in the schools is much better 
and truancy much less, than at any former period. 

For form of notice of truancy, see Appendix No. 3. 


EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN IN THE MILLS. 

That many children have been employed in the various 
manufacturing establishments in the city in violation of the 
law passed by the last Legislature, we have abundant evi- 
dence. One case has been brought to my notice of a boy 
who worked in different mills constantly for three years, 
without attending school at all. As the law does not require 
a certificate of three months’ schooling, and as the overseer is 
not liable unless it can be proved that he u knowingly 
employed a child in violation of the statute,” where such 
help is in demand, the risk of prosecution is so small that it 
does not deter the overseer from employing any one who 
applies for work, provided he says that he has attended 
school three months. * 

General Oliver, the Constable of the Commonwealth, 
whose duty it is to see the law carried into effect, has sent to 
the agents of manufacturing establishments throughout the 
State a circular prepared by him, for the purpose “ of obtain- 
ing as complete statistical information as possible upon this 
whole subject — of gathering together facts, suggestions, and 
ad wee from parties actually engaged in manufacturing and 
mechanical business, and employing children therein,” with 
a view to embodying the results in a “ Report to the Legisla- 
ture of 1868, which, it is hoped, may lead to the securing of 
such results of legislation as may at once promote the good 
of the children employed, and not conflict with the interests 
of their employers.” The present law forbids the employ- 
ment of children under ten years of age, requires sixty days 
of actual schooling every year of those between ten and 
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fifteen, and limits the amount of labor to sixty hours a 
week. Any owner, agent, superintendent or overseer of 
any manufacturing or mechanical establishment, who shall 
knowingly employ, or permit to be employed, any child in 
violation of the law, and any parent or guardian who allows or 
consents to such employment, shall, for such offence, forfeit 
the sum of fifty dollars . The fourth section of the act 
makes it the duty of the Constable of the Commonwealth 
to specially detail one of his deputies, to see that the pro- 
visions of this act are complied with, and to prosecute 
offences against the same. No information has reached this 
office of anything having been done, farther than to request 
answers to certain questions to serve as the basis of a Report 
to the Legislature. 

There are, however, appearances of uneasiness among 
employers lest the law should be enforced, and much good 
is hoped from the agitation of this matter. 


* ABSENCE. 

The attendance in all the schools is improving. In the 
High School, last term, (though only seven weeks in length,) 
the attendance was ninety-eight per cent. ; in the Gram- 
mar Schools ninety-two per cent. ; in the Primary Schools 
eighty-nine per cent. In the Primaries, very many things 
affect the attendance such as extremes of heat and cold, 
stormy weather, diseases incident to youth and an almost 
endless variety of reasons known to every head of a family. 
Most of our Primary School teachers are very careful to 
know all about their children, and do everything in their 
power to secure their attendance, even to the extent of 
assisting them to obtain proper clothing. A few cases of 
unpardonable indifference, however, have come to my knowl- 
edge, and only a few. When teachers are brought by action 
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of the Committee to a “ realizing sense ” of the fact, that 
schools are established for the benefit of the community, and 
not of the teacher, more interest will be felt in the welfare 
of that class of children who receive few good impressions 
aside from those of the school room. 

Sec. 27 th, Chapt. III. of the Rules and Regulations 
requires teachers to send home unclean children “ to be 
prepared for school in a proper manner,” but it does not 
contemplate the necessity of two weeks’ absence from school 
to complete the cleansing process. 

The attendance in the Grammar Schools has been 
increased by the new method of marking, first tried with 
much success in the Green School. The highest rank in 
recitation’ or deportment is one hundred, which every scholar 
receives at the beginning of the week. Each half day’s 
absence reduces it ten. It is then in his power, if well, to 
retain the highest rank by constancy, good behavior, and 
attention to his studies, or by the opposite course to lower 
himself to zero. Under this marking, jbhe per cent, of 
attendance in the principal’s room during the first four 
weeks of the present term, which includes Christmas week, 
was as follows :

I present no tables of absences, for such 

tables furnish 


no reliable information “ without comment.” A case in point 
is the Eranklin School, whose per cent, is only eighty-eight, 
as will be seen by the table. In this school, the teacher is 
assiduous in looking after his scholars, and the success of 
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the* present system of marking is there most decided ; but 
in consequence of the prevalence of scarlet fever among 
them, the attendance has been greatly reduced. Other 
schools in the city have suffered from the same cause, still 
more severely-. 

Every practical teacher knows that there are reasons 
without number for occasional poor attendance. The fact 
that a school is composed of children , suggests many excu- 
ses. Children run errands, do chores, “ have to mind the 
house or the baby,” and this is their destiny. Those 
teachers secure the best attendance, generally, who interest 
themselves in the welfare of their scholars, and who make 
their school rooms such pleasant places of resort, that 
parents find it difficult to keep their children away from 
them. 


EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 

The usual examination of applicants for schools took 
place in February. The number examined was fifty — all 
females. Twenty-seven received certificates of approval. 
Thirteen of the number, distinguished by an asterisk in the 
list of names here presented, have since been elected perma- 
nent teachers.

who received certificates never had any experience in teach- 
ing ; and only seventeen out of the forty-three had taught 
more than a year. If it is to be the policy of the Commit- 
tee to select teachers from the graduates of the High School, 
I suggest the propriety of initiatory steps being taken 
toward the forming of a training-school like that which is 
achieving such wonderful success in Boston. The house on 
the corner of Middlesex and Elliott Streets might with lit- 
tle expense be adapted to such a purpose. 


CHANGE IN TEXT BOOKS. 

The following changes have been made during the year : 
Hillard’s new series of Headers have taken the place of the 
old books in use in all the schools ; W alton’s Mental Arith- 
metic has taken the place of Colburn’s First Lessons in the 

Primaries, and Colburn is ordered to be used in every class 
6 
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in the Grammar Schools. The changes have the unqualified 
approval of the teachers who, without exception, report an 
increased interest and consequent improvement in reading 
and arithmetic. Colburn’s little work is now just where it 
ought to have been, and as the several sections are being 
apportioned, with the assistance of the principals of the 
schools, to the several teachers, great expectations are 
indulged in from its daily use. It is believed that the rank 
attained in written arithmetic at the examinations for admis- 
sion to the High School will be increased at least fifty per 
cent, in consequence. The study of mental arithmetic is 
commenced at a much earlier and continued to a much later 
period. Colburn’s Arithmetic is now in the hands of twenty- 
five hundred scholars instead of seven hundred, as before the 
change. 

From the change in the readers, still more is expected, 
and justly, too, if the teachers make use of the introductory 
elocutionary exercises, which I regard as of more value than 
the reading lesson. Efforts should be made on the part of 
the teachers to make themselves proficients in the drill exer- 
cises, after which they will find their daily use as easy, 
interesting and profitable, as they are essential to distinct 
utterance, proper inflections of voice, pureness of tone, and 
right expression of the sentiment of the reading lesson. 
Many of the teachers, I have reason to believe, 'are using 
these exercises with much profit, though some of them com- 
plain that they have not time for them. Is not this a veil 
to a very different reason, which the children themselves will 
discover in their curiosity to learn what these exercises 
mean ? 


A STATE TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE 

was held in this city, at Mechanics’ ITall, during the week 
commencing April 29th, which for some unexplained rea- 
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son was not generally considered a success ; perhaps because 
the instruction given was spread out so thin as to make 
listening tedious. I suggest the propriety of thoroughly- 
trained teachers being employed to visit the schools of the 
State — take charge for a day or two, and show by actual 
trial how best to overcome obstinacy, enlighten ignorance, 
animate stupidity, and awaken an interest in school studies. 

Telling teachers what to do and lioiv to do it, and 
showing the same, are quite different matters. Perhaps, 
however, the object might be accomplished by selecting a 
class of average ability, from some school in the place where 
the Institute is held, and exhibiting different methods of 
teaching and governing. The experiment might easily be 
tried, and, possibly, with very excellent results.

All who have resigned during the year sustained high 
rank as teachers. 

PENMANSHIP AND DRAWING, 

as special branches, have been discontinued iti the High 
School ; the former from the difficulty of teaching it on 
account of the greater number of rooms, and the latter, on 
account of the resignation of the teacher. The teacher of 
Penmanship gives lessons in the High School, in Book- 
keeping only 3 the rest of his time is devoted to the Gram- 
mar Schools, where he continues to be very successful. 
The expectations of those who advocated the introduction 
of music into the schools, as a branch* of education, have 
been more than satisfied by the success of the teacher, Mr. 
Willey. None who have watched the progress of the chil- 
dren, in reading music, in singing, and in the cultivation of 
the voice, now doubt its utility. 

Music and gymnastics were regarded by Pythagoras 
and Plato — no mean men — as essential to a liberal educa- 
tion. Both thought everything musical of divine origin. 
Music was by Pythagoras placed second in importance to 
numbers, and superior to geometry. He is supposed to be 
the inventor or discoverer of the simple scale, and studied 
music as an art. Plato would not separate music and 
gymnastics, because of the restraining effect they had upon 
each other ; the tendency of music being to make men 
effeminate and slothful, that of gymnastics to make them 
rude and savage. 

If the teachers of the Grammar schools will only 
infuse into their gymnastic exercises the spirit exhibited 
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in the music lesson, no fears need be entertained of the 
rising generation losing their manliness. I do not think 
it is too much to say that the example of promptness, anima- 
tion, industry and courtesy, every day displayed by the 
teacher of music, is worth the salary he receives, apart from 
the instruction in music. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

In consequence of the changes in text-books, and the 
regulation of the Committee requiring teachers to prepare 
and follow an “ Order of Exercises ” each term, a move- 
ment has commenced in the direction of as thorough classi- 
fication of studies as is consistent with the interests of the 
schools. The obstacles in the way are many, and, in many 
instances, very great. Some of the Primary Schools, for 
example, have eighty scholars ; others less than forty. Some 
have only children of foreign-born parentage, who in a 
majority of cases receive no assistance in their studies at 
home ; others have but very few of that class. Some of the 
Grammar Schools have eight rooms ; others only four. 
Still, strong efforts are being made to bring about a uniform 
course and system as soon as practicable. In the Primary 
Schools, the classification is nearly complete. In the Gram- 
mar, it is rapidly progressing, with the cheerful co-operation 
of the principals. 

Under the system in operation twenty-five years ago, a 
full Grammar School contained sixteen classes, eight of 
boys and eight of girls, assembled in one room, divided into 
four divisions of sixty scholars each, and each division com- 
posed of four classes of nearly equal size. The two upper 
divisions were under the instruction of the principal and a 
male assistant, who divided the studies between them, the 
principal usually taking arithmetic and geography, and the 
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assistant, reading, spelling and grammar. The third and 
fourth divisions were either all boys or all girls, and under 
the instruction of female assistants. Classes changed once 
in ten minutes. Ten minutes being allowed for opening 
the school, ten for recess, and ten for each recitation, it 
became necessary to divide each division into four classes, 
in order to occupy the three hours of a school session. 
Hence originated the eight different grades of classes in 
the Grammar Schools. After the remodeling of the Gram- 
mar School houses, and the consolidation of two schools into 
one, as in the North and South Grammar Schools, the system 
gradually changed. The four classes of ten minutes’ recita- 
tions each, became a thing of the past, and for reasons well 
known to the teachers, the sixty scholars in a room were 
divided into three classes, and the length of the recitation 
made to depend upon circumstances, sometimes necessity, 
sometimes caprice. The number under the charge of the 
principal and his first assistant was fixed at eighty, giving 
forty to each teacher, it being supposed that by such 
arrangement, the principal would get time to visit the other 
departments of his school, make himself acquainted with 
their condition, and give such advice and assistance to his 
teachers as he might think the circumstances demanded. 

The number of classes in these schools, reported to me 
at the close of the term ending November 23rd, ranged 
from nine to twenty -two , and it is impossible to believe that 
these numbers did not actually represent’ the same number 
of different grades, knowing what we all do of the capabil- 
ities of teachers and scholars. It would indeed be a 
“ delightful task to rear the tender thought,” if the sixty 
scholars in a room were so equally matched in age, tal- 
ents and disposition, as to be easily formed into one class; 
but as all sorts make up a world, so we find all sorts, sizes 
and ages in a school, with the usual varieties which nature 
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delights in; no two sorts having the same capacity, no two 
sizes having the same disposition, no two ages agreeing in 
any two conditions of existence. Classification, then, must 
at present be no more than an attempt to apportion the 
studies in such a manner that a scholar may pass, as a 
member of a class in one school, to the same class in 
another, and pursue all his studies without change of books 
or of places in his books. 

Whether eight grades will be sufficient to satisfy all the 
demands of such a classification, remains to be seen ; but I 
believe that I can truly say, that never since my' connection 
with the schools — a period of nearly thirty years — has there 
been so good a feeling among the teachers on this subject, 
or so strong a determination to make their teaching respond 
to the requirements of the age. 


PRIMARIES. 

* 

Primary No. 41, in the Moody School house, was dis- 
continued in February, it having been found necessary to 
add another department to the Moody School, to be com- 
posed of those qualified for promotion from Primaries Nos. 
41, 25 and 37. 

Those members of No. 41, not qualified for promotion, 
were distributed among the other Primaries in Belvidere 
and Primary No. 3, on Paige Street. Primaries, Nos. 11 
and 43, and 22 and 44, were graded early in the year. In 
June, No. 22 was so crowded that an assistant was needed, 
to whom were assigned the youngest children, to the num- 
ber of about fifty. The school still continuing large, it was 
deemed expedient to make the arrangement a permanent 
one, and the school was named Primary No. 41. Miss 
Lizzie G. Swett was elected its teacher at the regular meet- 
ing of the Board in December. In July, for n similar 
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reason, Primary No. 34, on Branch Street, was divided and 
an assistant appointed, but as the arrangement may not be 
a permanent one, a temporary teacher is still in charge, as 
assistant. 

All the schools that can be conveniently graded, have 
been, except Primaries No. 26 and No. 32. These two 
schools are very large, but there are circumstances that 
make them exceptions to the rule. Whether it may not be 
deemed expedient to apply the rule to them, the Committee 
must decide. A list of the graded schools may be found in 
the appendix, No. 6. 

All the other Primary Schools in the city are called 
ungraded schools, because they have six classes each. The 
first and second classes have the Third Reader ; the third 
and fourth classes, the Second Reader ; and the fifth and 
sixth classes, the Primer. Geography is taught in the 
first class, orally and from the maps. Walton’s Arithmetic 
is commenced in the # fifth class, if the scholars are far 
enough advanced in their reading to warrant it. 

It has been found impossible to equalize the numbers 
in these schools. The five in Belvidere are very large, and 
the two nearest — Nos. 3 and 9 — had, last term, an average 
number belonging of one hundred and sixty-nine. The 
schools on School Street, Rock Street, Worthen Street, 
Howard Street, Powell Street, and the Bleachery, are small. 
The other schools number from fifty-four to eighty-five 
scholars each. Some of them are in most excellent condi- 
tion, some in very good condition, and others in a condition 
that, admits of great improvement. I think all the teachers 
are disposed to labor faithfully, but some of them have not 
had sufficient experience to enable them to teach with entire 
success. I confess, however, to having been, more than 
once, troubled by the suspicion that the teacher had either 
mistaken her vocation or that she had fled to the situation 
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as a refuge from a worse one, and now viewed it as a resting- 
place for a better one. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

These schools, with the exception of the Green, “ con- 
tinue under the principalship of the able and experienced 
teachers who have so long presided over them,” none of 
whom has taught less than ten years in the same school, and 
one has been principal of the Edson School twenty-one 
years. The principal of the Green School was elected in 
January last, and has been doing faithful service since, despite 
his surroundings and the changes in his corps of teachers. 
At the request of the principal, the Moody School was graded 
in November, and it now approaches, in organization, the 
Bartlett and Edson Schools. In general terms, these schools 
are in very good condition, and constantly improving. The 
changes in them during the year are as follows : 

Miss Marietta Melvin was transferred, in October, from 
the Bartlett to the High School, and elected permanent 
teacher in the school at the last regular meeting of the Board, 
in December. An additional room was opened in Colburn 
School, of which Miss Hattie E. Critchett was elected teacher. 
In consequence of the resignation of Miss Wight of the 
Green School, Miss Ellen S. Burrill, teacher in the lowest 
room, was transferred to the vacancy, and Miss Nettie C. 
Carleton, of Primary No. 1, was elected to Miss BurrilTs 
place, and Miss Ruby F. Howe appointed temporary teacher 
of Primary No. 1. An additional room was also opened in 
the Mann School, of which Miss Celestia P. Chase was elected 
teacher, and one in the Moody School, to which Miss Mary E. 
Way was transferred from Primary No. 41, which disappeared, 
for a time, from the list of schools, but revived again in 
December, on Lewis Street, in the Mann School house. Miss 
Hopkins, of the Franklin School, resigned in December, and 
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Miss French was elected to the vacancy, as before mentioned; 
No changes have taken place in any other Grammar School; 

The results of the examination of candidates for promo- 
tion to the High School are herewith presented, together 
with the relative rank of each school, in the several studies. 
The questions, prepared by the teachers of the High School 
and revised by the High School Committee, will be found in 
the appendix, Number Four.

The teachers regret the pressure brought to bear upon 
them, by those parents who desire to have then children 
enter the High School, hut do not see clearly what remedy 
to apply. I do not know of a better than more thorough 
and frequent examinations of these schools, conducted by 
the Committee themselves, as is done in several cities in New 
England, the examination to be confined to that portion of 
the books studied during the term, and to be a written one, 
in the highest room. I would also suggest frequent visita- 
tions to the schools by the parents, not to talk with the 
teachers, or to make speeches, but to listen to recitations, and 
witness the management of the school. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 

[See Appendix Number One.] 

After it had been decided to remodel the High School 
house, preparations were made for the accommodation of the 
school in Jackson Hall and adjoining rooms, which were 
occupied during the summer term. On account of the great 
inconveniences experienced there, and the annoyances to 
which they were constantly subject, the school was closed 
the second of July. The graduating exercises took place on 
the morning of that day. The usual diplomas were pre- 
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sented, with appropriate remarks by the Mayor, to forty- 
three graduates.

and honorable mention was made of Miss Helen E. Parker 
and Miss Anna P. Anderson, and of George F. Clark of Tewks- 
bury, Avho would have been a medal scholar but for being a 
non-resident. 

The High School house was not in a condition to he 
occupied before Monday, October 7th, at which time the 
school was commenced under a new organization, and has 
since been steadily increasing in favor Avith the community, 
and fulfilling the promises made in its behalf. 
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The principal advantage to be expected from the new 
organization, is the .distribution of the government among a 
larger number of teachers. This government, it is true, now 
falls upon some teachers who have had little or no experience, 
in the management of schools, and who, for this reason, 
must labor under some disadvantages ; yet it is believed, 
that when the temporary inconvenience necessary to a 
radical change in the arrangements of the school, and in the 
duties of all the teachers shall have passed away, it will be 
difficult to make any further alterations which would add to 
the efficiency of the new organization. Practically, the 
houses, as remodeled, is giving great satisfaction to the 
teachers of the school, and it is believed that both teachers 
and scholars felicitate themselves upon being, by the gener- 
osity of the city, provided with so many facilities to an 
agreeable and successful pursuit of study. Under the rule 
requiring single daily sessions, all the pupils meet in the 
hall at 9 o’clock, A. M., for devotional exercises, in which 
singing bears a part, after which each teacher (with one 
exception) daily hears eight recitations of one half hour 
each, time being given for two recesses, for gymnastic exer- 
cises, &c. 

The organization of particular classes remains nearly 
the same, during the year. In the last half of the year, 
however, the studies of these classes will, in some cases, be 
changed ; Rhetoric being substituted for English Grammar ; 
Arithmetic for Astronomy ; Chemistry for Natural Philoso- 
phy ; and History and Natural Philosophy for Physiology 
and Physical Geography. Classes may also be formed in 
Greek, in Botany, in Geology and in various elective studies, 
as the interests of the school mav demand. Last summer, 
a large and very interesting class was formed in Botany, 
and during the term ending in July, 1868, a much larger 
class is anticipated. 
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A desire has been expressed that more attention might 
be given to this branch, as well as to Geology and other 
elective studies ; but as the course of study is limited to 
three years, and considerable time is given to Grammar 
School studies, the time devoted to High School studies 
proper in the English course is necessarily small, and it is 
an important question for the consideration of the Committee, 
whether an English course of four years ought not* to be 
adopted, the last year to be a Normal course for all who 
declare it to be their purpose to make application for a cer- 
tificate to teach after their graduation. 

The single daily session has been adopted for the High 
School, to comply with the wishes of a very large majority 
of the parents of scholars attending the school. The new 
arrangement went into operation December 16th, and may 
be considered somewhat in the light of an experiment. 

In closing my report, I have nothing personal to offer, 
except my grateful acknowledgments to the gentlemen of 
the Committee for the many courtesies received at their 
hands, to the community, who have encouraged me in my 
labors, and to the teachers, who have cordially co-operated 
with me, and with whom my intercourse has been uniformly 
pleasant.

EXTRACT FROM THE ADDRESS OF MAYOR GEORGE F. 
RICHARDSON, ESQ., JANUARY 6, 1868. 

SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

“ Among the subjects which early engaged the attention of the last City 
Council was that of remodeling the High School house. It was apparent 
that this building, deemed at the time of its dedication, twenty-seven years 
ago, one of the most convenient and beautiful of its kind in the Common- 
wealth, had become, by reason of the growth of the city, entirely inadequate 
for the accommodation of all entitled to its privileges, and on account of the 
faulty arrangement of the rooms, unsuited to the present requirements of a 
first-class educational institution. It was therefore decided, Mith great una- 
nimity. to remedy the defects. 

The Committee having the matter in charge, feeling that a change would 
soon be imperatively demanded in the location of the Green School house, 
for the reason of its proximity to several manufacturing establishments, 
which interfered greatly with the regular exercises of the school, and 
because it was liable to be visited by a calamity similar to that which not 
many years ago entirely demolished a structure only a few feet distant, and 
destroyed the lives of a number of our citizens, considered the expediency 
of transferring the pupils from this to the High School building, and erect- 
ing an entirely new edifice for the latter purpose ; but as it was - found that 
even then a great outlay would be required in adapting and altering it to the 
uses of a grammar school, and that while a suitable site might be found for 
the Green School, whose pupils are drawn from its immediate vicinity, it 
would be impossible to obtain a location so well adapted as the present 
one for the accommodation of children who came from every section of the 
city, they wisely concluded to leave the subject of the removal of the Green 
School to a future City Council, and confine their action to the alterations 
originally contemplated. 

The plans which had been the preceding year prepared for this purpose 
by a skillful architect, were, with slight changes, adopted, the work at once 
commenced, and pressed forward with commendable rapidity. On the 7th 
day of October last, the alterations were completed, at an expense of $28,- 
309.98 •, (in this sum is included the cost of furnishing the house) ; and the 
school, which had been suspended during a portion of the time, resumed. 
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We have now a model school-house, capable of accommodating two 
hundred and ninety-six pupils, distributed in seven rooms, under the charge 
of as many competent teachers ; and the marked improvement already appa- 
rent in the discipline of the school and advancement of the scholars, is the 
best evidence of the wisdom and propriety of the change. 

With the single exception of the school-house, to the defects of which I 
have briefly alluded, all the buildings in this department are in excellent con- 
dition and will require very little outlay the present year. 

The appropriations for 1867 with the undrawn balance of 1866 were 
.$32,325.47, the expenditures, including the cost of the alterations upon the 
High School house, were $31,322.85 : and there remains to the credit, of this 
account $1,002.62.

AN ACT IX EELATION TO THE SCHOOLING- AND HOUES OF 
LABOE OF CHILDEEN EMPLOYED IN MANUEACTUEING 
AND MECHANICAL ESTABLISHMENTS. 

Be it enacted, fyc., as follows : — 

Sect. 1 . No child under the age of ten years shall be employed in 
any manufacturing or mechanical establishment within this Common- 
wealth, and no child between the age of ten and fifteen years shall be so 
employed, unless he has attended some public or private day school under 
teachers approved by the school committee of the place in which such 
school is kept, at least three months during the year next preceding such 
employment : provided , said child shall have lived within the Common- 
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wealth during the preceding six months ; nor shall such employment con- 
tinue unless such child shall attend school at least three months in each 
and every year ; and 'provided, that tuition of three hours per day in a 
public or private day school approved by the school committee of the 
place in which such school is kept, during a term of six months, shall 
be deemed the equivalent of three months 7 attendance at a school kept in 
accordance with the customary hours of tuition ; and no time less than 
sixty days of actual schooling shall be accounted as three months, and 
no time less than one hundred and twenty half days of actual schooling 
shall be deemed an equivalent of three months. 

Sect. 2. No child under the age of fifteen years shall be employed 
in any manufacturing #r mechanical establishment more than sixty hours 
in one week. 

Sect. 3. Any owner, agent, superintendent or overseer of any 
manufacturing or mechanical establishment, who shall knowingly employ, 
or permit to be employed, any child in violation of the preceding sections, 
and any parent or guardian who allows or consents to such employment, 
shall, for such offence, forfeit the sum of fifty dollars. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the Constable of the Common- 
wealth to specially detail one of his deputies, to see that the provisions of 
this act, and all other laws regulating the employment of children or 
minors in manufacturing or mechanical establishments, are complied with, 
and to prosecute offences against the same ; and he shall report annually 
to the Governor all proceedings under this act ; and nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be so construed as to prohibit any person from prosecuting such 
offences. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two hundred and seventy- three (273) of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-six (1866) is hereby repeal- 
ed ; provided , this act shall not affect any proceedings now pending. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect sixty days from its passage.

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Street, at the corner of Chapel Street ; 1 on the corner of Westford and 
Grand Streets ; 1 on Fourth Street, near Eead Street; 1 on Chapel Street, 
at the corner of Keene Street ; 1 on Yarnej Street, near Mt. Yernon 
Street ; 1 on the corner of Queen and Branch Stmts ; 1 on the corner 
of Wilder and Middlesex Streets.

RESOLUTION ESTABLISHING THE SALARIES OF THE OFFI- 
CERS OF THE CITY OF LOWELL, FOR THE YEAR 1868-9. 

Resolved by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the City of 
Lowell, in City Council assembled, as follows : 

The Salaries of the several City Officers, for the year 
beginning on the first Monday in January, one thousand 
eight'hundred and sixty-eight, shall be as herein mentioned ; 
to be paid quarterly, unless herein otherwise ordered. 

Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be at the rate 
of fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 2. The salary of the City Clerk shall be at the 
rate of seventeen hundred dollars per annum, which shall 
be in full for his services, and all assistance he may require; 
and he shall account for all sums of money received in his 
official capacity. 

Section 3. The salary of the City Treasurer shall be at 
the rate of two thousand dollars per annum, for performing 
the duties of City Treasurer and Collector of Taxes ; and 
he shall account for all fees, moneys and commissions which 
he shall receive in said capacity. 
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Section 4. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be 
at the rate of twelve hundred dollars per annum ; and he 
shall account for all sums of money received by him in 
said capacity. 

Section 5. The salary of the City Solicitor shall be at 
the rate of one thousand dollars per annum ; and he shall 
account for all sums of money received by him in said 
capacity. 

Section 6. The salary of the Civil Engineer shall be at 
the rate of nine hundred dollars per annum, which shall be 
in full for his services and those of an assistant. 

Section 7. The salary of the City Physician and Superin- 
tendent of Burials shall be at the rate of six hundred dollars 
per annum ; and he shall furnish all medicines used by him 
in performing the duties of said office. 

Section 8. The salary of the Librarian of the City Library 
shall be at the rate of nine hundred dollars per annum, 
which shall be in full for his services and those of an as- 
sistant. 

Section 9. The salary of the Clerk of the Common Council 
shall be at the rate of four hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 10. The salary of the Messenger of the City 
Council shall be at the rate of nine hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Section 11. The salary of the Measurer of Wood and Bari: 
shall be at the rate of six hundred dollars per annum ; 
and he shall account for all fees received by him in his 
official capacity, and shall pay the same into the Treasury 
monthly.

Section 12. The salary of the Pound Keeper shall be at 
the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum ; and he shall 
account for all sums of money received by him in said 
capacity. 


POLICE. 

Section 13. The salary of the City Marshal shall be at 
the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; and he is 
to furnish a horse and carriage for the use of the Marshal 
and his Deputy. 

Section 14. The compensation of the Deputy Marshal and 
Captain of the Night Watch shall be at the rate of three 
dollars per day, each, payable monthly. 

The compensation of the regular Day Police shall be at 
the rate of two dollars and fifty cents per day, pay- 
able monthly. 

The compensation of the Night Police and all other Police 
Officers, shall be at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents 
per day, payable monthly. 

Section 15. Police Officers acting as Tythingmen shall 
receive no extra compensation therefor. All fees received 
by the Officers mentioned in the two preceding sections, for 
attendance as witnesses, or for any other service in an 
official capacity, shall be paid by the officer receiving the 
same, to the City Treasurer. Provided, however, that said 
Officers need not account for any fees for travel and attend- 
ance before the Supreme Judicial or the Superior Court, 
as witnesses. 
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Section 16, The Standing Justice of the Police Court of 
Lowell shall he paid at the rate of one hundred dollars per 
annum, for receiving complaints, issuing warrants, and trying 
cases under the forty-second Chapter of the General Statutes. 


SUPERINTENDENTS AND INSPECTORS. 


Section 17. The salary of the Superintendent of Streets 
shall he at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 


Section 18. The salary of the Superintendent of Public 
Schools shall be at the rate of two thousand dollars per 
annum. 


Section 19. The salary of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings shall be at the rate of twelve hundred dollars per 
annum, and he shall furnish a horse and carriage for the use 
of himself and the men under his charge, and shall engage 
in no other business or calling. 

Section 20. The salary of the Superintendent of City 
Scales shall be sixty per centum of the fees received by 
him per annum, and he shall settle with the Treasurer 
monthly. The Mayor and Aldermen shall fix the salary 
of said Superintendent when he and the Measurer of Wood 
and Bark are one and the same person, at the rate of two 
hundred dollars per annum, in which case he shall account 
for all fees received by him in an official capacity, and shall 
pay the same into the Treasury monthly. 

Section 21. The salary of the Inspector of Milk shall be 
at the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum. 

ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 

Section 22. The salary of the Board of Assessors, includ- 
ing all clerk hire, shall be twenty-five hundred dollars per 
annum ; and they shall distribute the tax bills. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The salaries of the several members of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year beginning January first, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-eight, shall be as herein mentioned, 
to be paid semi-annually. 

Section 23. The salary of the Chief Engineer shall be at 
the rate of five hundred dollars per annum. 

That of the Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate of 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars per annum. 

The Secretary of the Board of Engineers, who shall be a 
member of the Board, shall receive twenty-five dollars 
additional, which shall be in full payment for all the services 
which may be required of him by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
the Chief Engineer, and the Board of Engineers. 

The Foremen and Clerks of the respective Hand Engines, 
Hand Hose and Hook and Ladder Companies, and Steam 
Fire Engine Companies, shall be at the rate of eighty dol- 
lars each, per annum. 

The Stewards of Hand Engine Companies shall be at the 
rate of one hundred dollars each, per annum. 

The Stewards of the Hook and Ladder Companies shall 
be at the rate of ninety dollars each, per annum. 

And the Steivards of Hydrant Companies shall be at Ihe 
rate of one hundred and ten dollars per annum. 

Said Stewards shall be members of the Companies for 
which they act, and said sums shall be in full payment for 
all their services as Steivards and members of Companies. 
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Drivers of Steamers, who shall perform all the duties of 
Stewards, shall be paid a sum not exceeding fifty dollars 
per month, payable monthly. 

Hosemen of Steam Fire Engines, Hand Engines, and 
Hydrant Companies, shall be at the rate of seventy dollars 
per annum. All other members of Companies shall be at 
the rate of sixty-five dollars per annum. 

Engineers of Steam Fire Engines, shall be at the rate of 
three hundred dollars per annum. 

Assistant Engineers of Steam Fire Engines shall be at the 
rate of one hundred dollars per annum. 

Firemen of Steam Fire Engines, who do not perform the 
duties of Stewards,- shall be at the rate of seventy-five dol- 
lars per annum ; and Stewards, who do not act as Firemen, 
shall be at the rate of one hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 24. Whenever any person in the employment of 
the City shall demand payment for his salary, or any part 
thereof, it shall be the duty of the Auditor and City Treas 
urer to deduct therefrom any and all sums of money due 
from such officer to the City.

It will be observed that there has beeii added to the 
Library, one hundred per cent, more volumes in this, than 
the preceding year, thanks to the liberality of your hon- 
erable body, and the kindness of Hon. Geo. S. Boutwell, 
and others, whose names appear in connection with this 
report. 

Your Directors have been governed by the request of 
the patrons of the Library, in a great measure, in the 
expenditure of your appropriations, at all times exercising 
great care in rejecting works of a doubtful moral tendency. 

Many valuable standard works have been added to the 
Library during the year, but a majority of the books 
purchased, for the reasons before stated, may be classed 
as belonging to the “ literature of the day.” 

One of the first subjects which engaged the attention 
of your Directors, was the great and growing importance 
of a change in the locality, and further accommodations 
for the Library. It is a matter which demands your 
most careful consideration and attention. Here is an 
institution owing its existence to, and dependent upon 
the generous bounty of the city, having upon its shelves 
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upwards of thirteen thousand volumes, many of them of 
great value, with its doors open wide to every inhabitant 
of this large city, under proper restrictions and the pay- 
ment of the nominal sum of fifty cents per annum. Any 
one would naturally suppose that our people would, to a 
great extent, hasten to avail themselves of the privileges 
here afforded. 

From the records we glean the following statement of 
the patronage extended to the Library :

Making an average of about one in forty of the population. 

Your Directors believe that the location and means of 
access are open to grave objections by our citizens, many 
of whom would gladly hasten to patronize the Library if 
these objections could he obviated. Again, complaint is 
made that the apartments are cramped and poorly lighted. 

We believe that the wisdom of its founders intended 
this institution to be an instrument of great good in this 
community, and by extending the sphere of its usefulness 
by making it more accessible, and thus causing it to be 
more generally patronized, you will the better accomplish 
the end in view, and we shall continue to take pride in 
this noble institution. 
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The attention of your predecessors has been frequently 
called to the consideration of making the Library abso- 
lutely free to the community. Whether, at the present 
time, and in this connection it would be expedient to 
recommend this to your honorable body, your Directors 
are unable to determine. 

The present board of Directors concur in the recom- 
mendation of their immediate predecessors, that the best 
interests of the City and of the Library would be subserved 
by a change in the Ordinances relating to the City Library 
so as to provide that the Directors shall be .elected to 
serve two years instead of one, and one-half of the board 
to retire annually. 

The Directors, in this connection, desire to express 
their strong commendations of the manner in which your 
Librarian, Mr. Geo. C. Edwards, has conducted the busi- 
ness incumbent upon him, and of the faithfulness and 
assiduity which he has brought to the performance of his 
duties.

To the City Council oe Lowell: 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with the provisions of the 
first section of the eleventh chapter of the City Ordinan- 
ces, I herewith submit the Report of the business of my 
office for the official year ending this day. 

The following actions, which were pending at the date 
of the last annual report of this office, have been disposed 
of during the year , as follows : 

1. Robert Wood and Wife vs. City of Lowell. This was 
an action brought to recover damages for injuries to the 
plaintiff wife, whose carriage was upset by reason of an 
alleged defect in Gorham Street. The injuries were severe, 
but the city defended on the ground that the street was 
not defective, and that plaintiff was not in the exercise 
of due care. The suit was tried at the April term of the 
Supreme Judicial Court, in this city. The plaintiffs recov- 
ered judgment for the sum of $20 which carried no costs. 
The city immediately paid the sum, and thus ended the 
suit. 

2. John Devine and Wife vs. City of Lowell. This was 
an action to recover damages for injuries to the plaintiff 
wife by reason of slipping and falling upon the ice on 
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Market Street. The injuries were not severe, and the 
plaintiffs became non-suit at the April term of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court. 

3. Sarah J. Tilton vs. City of Lowell. This was an 
action to recover damages for an injury to plaintiff’s ankle 
by reason of an alleged depression in the side-walk of 
Prescott Street. The injury was severe and perhaps per- 
manent. The action was tried at the April term of the 
Supreme Judicial Court, and the plaintiff recovered judg- 
ment for $500 and costs, which was immediately paid, 
and satisfied, and the suit ended. 

4. Mary McManus vs. City of Lowell. This is an action 
to recover damages for injuries to plaintiff, occasioned by 
slipping and falling on Dutton Street. The injuries were 
severe, and it being evident that the city was liable, an 
adjustment was made by paying the plaintiff $500. 

5. Chas. A. F. Swan vs. City of Lowell. This is an action 
to recover damages for injuries to plaintiff’s carriage, 
which was upset while being driven by his servant, on 
Shattuck Street, the carriage, as was alleged, having come 
in contact with lumber in the street. This case has been 
referred by the Mayor to Hon. J. G. Peabody, and now 
awaits his decision. 

I 6. John Heald vs. Bickford Lany, City Marshal. This 
action was brought to recover damages for the removal of 
plaintiff’s awning erected over the side- walk at the corner 
of Merrimack and Bridge Streets. The removal was 
made after the first day of December, by direction of the 
Mayor, acting as the chief executive officer of the city, 
and by authority of the Board of Surveyors* The action

was tried before the Superior Court at the September 
term. The Court, Judge Reed, ruled that the plaintiff 
could not maintain bis action, took the case from the jury 
and reported it to the Supreme J udicial Court. It was 
argued at the January term, but no decision has yet been 
reported. 

7. Eugene Barney, by next friend , vs. City of Lowell. This 
action was brought to recover damages against the city 
for an injury to the plaintiff, an infant, occasioned, as was 
alleged, by a teamster who was carting stone from the 
stone crusher through Salem Street to Market Street. 
The plaintiff claims that the teamster was the servant of 
the city, and carelessly drove his team over the plaintiff’s 
foot, crushing it. The defense is that the teamster was 
not the servant of the city, and that the plaintiff being 
unattended in the street, was not in the exercise of due 
care. It was tried before the Supreme Judicial Court at 
Cambridge, in October. The court, Judge Gray, ruled 
that the plaintiff could not maintain his action, took the 
case from the jury and reported it to the full bench. It 
was argued at the January term. No decision has yet 
been reported. 

8. Benjamin F. Eebard vs. City of Lowell. — Bill in Equity 
in United States District Court. The case remains as at 
the commencement of the year, with a prospect that it 
will not be tried. The complainant claims an infringe- 
ment of a patent by the use of burners upon some of the 
street lamps. 

The above cases were all pending at the commence- 
ment of my term of office. 
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During the year but two cases have been commenced 
against the city, as follows : 

1. Gould vs. City of Lowell. This was a claim for injury 
to the person of the plaintiff at the railroad crossing on 
Western Avenue. It was- promptly settled by the Nashua 
and Lowell Railroad, without expense to the city, upon 
notice that the city would hold them responsible. 

2. Anthony Howe vs. City of Lowell. This is an action 
Commenced the present month of February, for an injury 
to the person of the plaintiff last November, on Winter 
Street, occasioned by plaintiff falling into a trench opened 
by Josiah Corner, without license from the City. Mr. 
Comer has been notified that the city will hold him 
responsible for all damages and costs, if any, which may 
be recovered against the city. The action is returnable 
to the Superior Court at the coming March term. 

Should the results in the two suits already tried, but 
still awaiting decision in the Supreme Judicial Court, be 
favorable, the only action against the city which awaits 
trial hereafter is the last one above named, of Howe vs. 
City of Lowell, and in this it is hoped the city will not 
be ultimately responsible.

DAY POLICE. 

At the commencement of the year this force consisted 
of the City Marshal, Deputy Marshal and three Detectives. 
On the first of May four more were appointed for Day Pa- 
trolmen, and placed on duty in different parts of the city. 
October 1st, the one stationed in the vicinity of the new 
canal was relieved from duty, and the remaining three have 
been continued through the year. As a preventive of crime, 
I am satisfied this arrangement has had a very good effect. 
One of the day force has been detailed to act as Truant 
Commissioner through the year. 

NIGHT POLICE. 

This force consisted at the commencement of the year 
of a Captain and twenty-four Patrolmen. May 1st, two new 
beats were established, and two additional men were added 
to the force, and are still on duty. 

EEMARKS. 

In closing the labors of the year, it affords me much 
pleasure to be able to state, that the sanitary condition of 
our city has been good. No riots or other noisy demonstra- 
tions have occurred, endangering the peace and comfort 
of our citizens, And although the number of arrests and 
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prosecutions have been considerably below those of last year, 
as a general thing good order and quiet have been main- 
tained. 

The change made for the appointment of the Police, by 
which they will hold their offices during the pleasure of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, is having a very salutary effect, and 
will, I think, add to the efficiency of the Department. The 
promptness and energy of the men now composing the force, 
I am pleased to say, meets my approbation. 

I feel indebted to the Council for their continued favor. 
Also to the Committee on Police Affairs for the prompt and 
liberal manner with which they have furnished everything 
necessary for the comfort and convenience of the force, for 
which they mil please accept my sincere thanks.

Office of Superintendent of Alms-House , 
and House of Reformation for Juvenile Offenders , 
January \th , 1868 * 


To the City Council op Lowell: 

Gentlemen : — In conformity with an Ordinance of the 
City of Lowell, passed December 24th, 1861, entitled An 
Ordinance providing for Annual Reports of City Officers, 
I herewith submit a Report of the Alms-House and Farm, 
and House of Reformation for Juvenile Offenders, under 
my care, and of my doings as Superintendent of the same 
for the year ending December 31st, 1867. 

FARM. 

The boundaries of the farm remain the same as last 
year. About the usual quantity of land has been seeded 
down to oats and grass, and about the same quantity will 
be taken up the coming spring, making, in all, about 
twenty acres of land for crops. 

The fences on the farm have been partly re-built, and 
will need to be completed the coming year, and various 
other repairs to the buildings. 

There is a larger amount of good manure on hand at 
present than formerly, which will be used during the 
ensuing year. 
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BUILDINGS. 

The Alms-House and House of Reformation, will need 
some repairs. I think it would be economical to have the 
bams and out-buildings painted this coming year. 


CEOPS. 

The crop of hay has been considerably larger than last 
year, and most of it secured in good condition. Corn, 
Oats, Potatoes, and other crops have yielded more than 
an average. Apples, pears, and strawberries produced 
abundantly. 


HELP. 

Two men have been employed most of the time during 
the year. These, with the help of the boys of the Reform 
School, and inmates, and four extra hands during haying 
time, constituted the force for carrying on the farm during 
the year. 


E A EMIN G TOOLS. 

These are generally in a good condition, and I am not 
aware of any expense on that head for the next year, 
unless a new mowing machine will have to be purchased. 


TABLE OF PEODUCTS. 

The farm has been much improved during the year, and 
has produced fine crops. The following table will exhibit 
the quantity and estimated value of the different produc- 
tions of the farm for the year 1867. It does not include 
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any of the articles used on the premises before harvesting, 
but only -what has been sold or' laid by for future use :

STOCK. 

There has been some change in the stock during the 
year, three cows have been killed, two cows, and one 
pair of oxen have been purchased at an expense of four 
hundred and ninety dollars, leaving the present number, 
six cows, three horses, two yoke of oxen and twenty-three 
swine. 
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PAUPEES. 

The whole number of inmates of the Alms House, sup- 
ported wholly or in part by the city, at the commence- 
ment of the present year, was fifty ; since that time sev- 
enty have been admitted, fifty-six discharged, four ab- 
sconded, and three have died, leaving on 1st January, 
1868, fifty-seven remaining in the institution. 

Of the three that have died, one was old, insane and 
paralytic, when admitted, and in the alms house for some 
years, and the other two were infants and in the last 
stage of disease when admitted. 

The health of the inmates for the past year has been 
extraordinarily good, not a single case of sickness having 
occurred among the inmates, with the exceptions above 
mentioned. 

I would say in connection with the above, that the 
Physician, Dr. George E. Pinkham, has ever been diligent, 
kind and humane in the performance of his duties, and 
prompt when his services were required. 

The following table shows the name, age, birth-place, 
when admitted, and when discharged, and shows, as far as 
practicable, the present condition of such as remain dur- 
ing the year :

Of those remaining in the institution on the 1st Janu- 
ary, 1868, twenty-three are males and thirty-four are fe- 
males ; of which number, twenty-three are minors. The 
oldest inmate is aged seventy-five years, and the youngest 
seven months. One of the inmates is idiotic, and nine 
afflicted with insanity.

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By the foregoing statement, it will be seen that the 
total expense of supporting the Alms-House proper for the 
year was $3,368.20. The average number of inmates for 
the whole, 45 ; making the expense for each individual 
supported $74. for the year, or $1.48|; per week. 

Neither the interest on the Alms-House property, or the 
products of the Farm, are included in the foregoing table, 
but said products are used as occasion may require. 

The number of inmates this year is less than last year 
by an average of six. A number of children of soldiers 
are inmates ; and it being imperative for cities and towns 
to support them, otherwise our numbers would have de- 
creased considerably. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

This school, which has been in operation for the last 
seventeen years, is in a very flourishing condition, and 
calculated to do a vast amount of good among that class 
of society for the benefit of which it was originally estab- 
lished ; and taldng into consideration the habits engen- 
dered by an uncontrolled and wandering street-life, without 
any counteracting home-influences, it is both gratifying 
and astonishing to observe what a striking reformation is 
visible, generally, in this class. It has been the object 
and aim of this institution to reform the moral, physical 
and intellectual condition of the scholars ; and in this en- 
deavor, the zealous, persevering and experienced services 
of Mr. William A. Lang have been engaged for a number 
of years. He discharges, also, the duties of Chaplain in 
connection with Teacher, and seems eminently qualified 
for such position, as he keeps the scholars under excellent 
discipline ; and from his example and mild, firm and just 
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course of discipline, wins the love and respect of the 
children under his care to a degree more than could nat- 
urally be expected from this class. In connection with 
the foregoing I would mention that there are a few of the 
boys sentenced here between the ages of twelve and six- 
teen whose bad habits are confirmed, and whose example 
among the smaller children is pernicious, and counteracts 
very seriously the efforts to reform. I would respectfully 
suggest that boys between the ages above mentioned be in 
future sentenced to the Nautical Branch, as a better 
means of reformation for themselves, and at the same 
time free this institution from the clog on our efforts, 
which their habits and example are sure to produce. 

There has been no disease contracted among the boys 
in the School during the year, and the general health has 
been remarkably good. 

The arrangement between the Overseers of the Poor 
and the City of Chelsea still continues the same, but very 
few boys have been received from that place during the 
year. 

The following table will show the name, age, offence, 
place of birth, when committed, by what authority, when 
discharged or pardoned, and general remarks upon each 
of the boys, both from Lowell and Chelsea, during the 
year.

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At the commencement of the year the number in this 
department was forty from Lowell and eight from Chel- 
sea — forty-eight in all ; there having been admitted during 
the year forty-five from Lowell and three from Chelsea, 
making forty-eight in all. There were discharged and 
left fifty-three from Lowell and seven from Chelsea, in all 
sixty, leaving the number remaining on the 1st January, 
1868, thirty-two from Lowell and four from Chelsea, total 
thirty-six. 

Of the whole number committed during the year, 
twenty-six were sentenced for truancy, twelve for larceny, 
four for stubbornness, one vagrant, three for trespass, and 
two idle and dissolute. 

Of those who have left the School, forty-five of the 
Lowell boys were discharged on expiration of sentence, 
and eight received pardons ; of the Chelsea boys, five 
were discharged on expiration of sentence, and two were 
pardoned. 

There have been hut few cases of absconding on the 
part of scholars ; and when found, they are returned here 
to finish the term for which they, are sentenced. 

The School is governed in all respects as formerly ; 
everything is done that can be to improve the mental and 
moral condition of these poor, unfortunate children that 
are committed to our care. Religious services are held on 
the Sabbath, commencing at two o’clock, P. M. ; immedi- 
ately following is the Sabbath School, the children all being 
required to take part in the exercises who are able to read. 

The same books have been used as those used last year, 
viz : — Bumstead’s Series, Colburn’s First Lessons in Arith- 
metic, Greenleaf’s Common School Arithmetic, Cotton 
and Fitch’s Modern and Introductory Geography, and Sar- 
gent’s Standard Series for 1867. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF ALMS-HOUSE. 
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The majority of the boys have made considerable im- 
provement during the year. There are a few whose con- 
firmed bad habits render them wholly irreclaimable. 

The whole number of punishments inflicted upon the 
pupils, during the year, was one hundred and twenty- 
three, and for the following offences, viz :

2 ugly and stubborn, cell three days each. 

2 assisting boys to abscond, cell three days each.

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EXPENDITURES. 

The expense of this department is drawn from the ap- 
propriation for the support of paupers. The purchases 
are all made and their food prepared in common, but be- 
ing in all other respects entirely separate. 

From the best estimate I am able to make, the whole expense 
for maintaining the same, including salaries of Teacher 
and Chaplain, board and clothing for the pupils, bedding, 
fuel, lights, books and stationery, and every other item 


for the same, except interest on the cost of the estab- 

ment, for the year, was $2,886.66 

Deduct three hundred dollars for labor of boys, charged to 

the support of Alms-House 300.00 

Leaving the actual expense of the School, $2,586.66 


The average number supported for the year was 38, 
and the expense of each for the year was $60,171!!, or 
$1.15™ per week, for each pupil. 


CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, I would here return my sincere thanks 
to His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Overseers for 
the entire trust and confidence displayed by them towards 
me in all transactions in which my duties as Superintend- 
ent brought me in connection with them, and also for the 
prompt and judicious manner in furnishing whatever was 
necessary for the comfort and well being of the afflicted 
and unfortunate class committed to my charge.

CITY OF LOWELL. 

Office of City Physician and Supt. of Burials, )

To the City Council: 

In accordance with a City Ordinance, I herewith submit 
a report of the mortality in the City of Lowell for the year 
1867. 

The total number of deaths during the year was six 
hundred and forty : — two hundred and ninety-seven of these 
were males and three hundred and forty-three females. 

The disproportion is not so large as in the preceding 
year, and it is smaller than the average. 

The deaths would indicate a healthy year, there being 
one hundred and nine less than the preceding year, and 
thirty-three less than the average for the last ten years. 
During the first half of the year there were three hundred 
and five deaths, and the latter half three hundred and thirty- 
five deaths, making a difference of only thirty, which is less 
than the usual average. 

No epidemic or contageous disease has prevailed to any 
extent during the year except scarlet fever, which always 
prevails more or less. There were only three deaths from 
measles. 

The health of the inmates of the Almshouse has been 
very good ; there has been no sickness except of a chronic 
form, and the number of deaths was only three, all of which 
were diseased when carried there. 
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The number of deaths by accident was eight — the same 
as last year — but less than the average. 

Consumption takes the lead as a cause of deaths, num- 
bering in the year one hundred and forty-six, which is just 
the average for the last ten years, though eighteen more 
than the preceding year. Of this number forty-six, or nearly 
one-third, were between the ages of twenty and thirty ; and 
seventy-five, more than half the number for the year, were 
between twenty and forty. The number of American born 
was ninety-three, of foreign born, fifty-three. 

Cholera infantum took away thirty-five, which is three 
more than the preceding year. There were four deaths from 
dysentery and four from diarrhoea. 

Inflammation of the lungs numbered thirty-four deaths, 
which is just the average for the past ten years. 

There were twenty-six deaths from scarlet fever, which 
was quite prevalent in the later months of the year, and in 
an aggravated form ; it is an increase of twenty-four from 
last year, there being only two deaths from that cause in 
1866. 

Typhoid fever prevailed quite extensively, there being 
twenty-seven deaths from this cause — a larger number than 
has been reported since 1861. These deaths occurred dur- 
ing nearly every month in the year. 

Dropsy of brain numbered thirty-four deaths — -the larg- 
est number since 1857, and much larger than the average. 
There were five deaths from congestion of the brain, seven 
from disease of the brain, one from inflammation of brain, and 
one from softening of the brain, making in all forty-eight 
deaths from diseases of the brain. There are many causes 
which have a tendency to promote disease of brain, resulting 
from the increased intelligence and mental labor resulting 
from the increased refinement of community, and we may 
expect a continued increase from these causes, which are be- 
yond our control. 
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Twenty-seven deaths are reported under old age — six 
less than last year. There were thirty-nine deaths of persons 
between seventy and eighty years of age, twenty between 
eighty and ninety years, and one over ninety. Of these 
sixty deaths over seventy years, thirty-eight were born in 
America, twenty in Ireland, one in England, and one in Nova 
Scotia. 

Among other causes is croup, fourteen; disease of the 
heart, thirteen, which is much less than the average ; infan- 
tile, twenty-three ; and marasmus, three. The deaths in both 
of the latter diseases are less than usual, and there appears 
to be a steady decrease in the number from marasmus. 

The occupation of the deceased has not been fully re- 
ported ; consequently no perfect table can be given of the 
pursuits followed by them. 

The burials for 1867 were as follows: eighty-one were 
buried in the Cemetery, three hundred and twenty in the 
Catholic grounds, sixty-nine were carried out of the city for 
interment, and the remainder in the other burial grounds in 
the city. 

The usual tables accompany the report giving a general 
view of the causes of death, the age and sex of the deceased, 
and a comparison of some of the more fatal diseases with 
past years, which as a reference are quite valuable.

which have beeri laid with stone chips from eight to six- 
teen inches in thickness, according to the locality and 
amount of travel thereon, at a cost of $6,475 09, or 211 
cents per square yard. There have been sixty loads of 
stone chips distributed in small quantities upon the vari- 
ous streets. We have bought $190 worth of chips, which 
has enabled us to save mortar stone amounting to $1,200 
which has been sold to different parties. We have con- 
tinued to blast at the ledge during the winter, and we 
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have got a quantity of stone which will enable us to 
McAdamize at good advantage during the coming season.

The stone gave out and we could not pave any more gut- 
ters, but we now have 250 loads, and can proceed with 
the work. 

During the year past a sewer has been built in Union, 
Linden and Elm Streets, and another in Winter Street ; 
a surface drain 200 feet in length has been laid on School 
Street. The appropriation in 1867 was $3,918 34, of 
which $3,248 43 were expended, leaving a balance of 
$669 91. I would recommend that the sewer on Gorham 
Street be taken up and re-laid deeper and larger, as the 
water backs up and flows into the cellars on this street. 

The amount expended for repairs and re-laying of 
side-walks during the year has been $1,319 40. Side- 
walks have been laid on Central Street from Elm to 
Chapel ; on South Street from Middlesex to Summer ; on 
Middlesex from Central to Eliot; on Lagrange from 
Adams to Suffolk ; on First Street from Bridge to Simp- 
son on the east side, on the south side from Bridge Street 
to land owned by the Locks and Canal Company ; the 
flagging stone have been removed and edgestone and con- 
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Crete laid in their place, on Bridge Street from First to 
Second Street. A large amount of side-walks have been 
re-laid on various streets.

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to present herewith the 
Annual Report of the Births, Marriages and Deaths in 
the City of Lowell, for the year 1867. 

BIRTHS. 

The whole number of Births in the City of Lowell 
during the year 1867, was 824, being an increase of 14 
from the births of 1866. The sexes were nearly equal, 
being 417 males and 407 females. The fathers of 558 
were born in foreign countries. The fathers of 266 were 
born in the United States. The mothers of 543 were 
born in foreign countries. The mothers of 281 were born 
in the United States. There were 12 cases of twin births 
during the year. In 5 cases, both children were males ; 
in 7 cases there was one male and one female child.

Gentlemen : — In compliance with an ordinance requiring 
the Superintendent of Public Buildings to report, annually, 
in the month of January, the condition of the buildings 
belonging to the city, and the expenditures thereon, I 
hereby submit the following Report : 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The amount credited to repairs of Public Buildings for the 


past year, was a $4,520 48 

Expended a 2,958 90 

Balance undrawn, January 1st, 1868, ; . . . $1,561 58 

Expended as follows : 


Painting ward-rooms ; outside wood-work, and blinds of 
wards three, four, five and six, and painting the sash to 
Jackson Hall, and the outside doors and sash to Govern- 
ment Building ; put on a new covering to the shed at the 
City Stable, and painted the same, and repaired the shed 
and stable ; put up a new hand rail to the entrance to 
Huntington Hall, on Shattuck Street ; for repairing Mark- 
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et-house Building ; shingled and repaired the two hearse 
houses. 

The buildings here referred to are in very good condi- 
tion, and will need but little done to them this coming 
season, except some painting and whitening, together with 
such repairs as are necessary in consequence of constant 
use. 

I would invite your attention to the fence around the 
burying grounds, which are in very bad condition, and 
will need to be re-built this seasons 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Appropriated, $32,325 47 

The amount expended was. ' 31,322 85

Expended as follows : — On the High School House, including 

furniture, ♦ . . . . , 28,309 98 

At the time when the estimates were made, it was pro- 
posed to use in the new building, the doors, window cases 
and the sheathing of the old house, all of which were 
pine, and to patch up the old floor, which had become 
badly worn. But the committee, after more mature 
reflection, decided to lay new floors of southern pine ; to 
make the sheathing and casings to doors and windows of 
chestnut, and otherwise to finish the building, throughout, 
in the latest and most approved style. The basement is 
supplied with washing rooms and convenient water clos- 
ets. The first story contains school-rooms, two dressing- 
rooms, a chemical laboratory, and a philosophical room, 
furnished with elegant and commodious cases for the 
school apparatus. The second story contains three school- 
rooms, one recitation room, and four dressing-rooms,

together with two handsome cases for the library of the 
school ; and in the third story is one of the most beauti- 
ful halls in the city, capable of holding 500 people, and 
admirably adapted for the assembling of the pupils of the 
school for daily morning devotion, and for the use'of the 
school on all public occasions. There are, also, two con- 
venient ante-rooms in the third story. The staircases 
are substantial and spacious, and the entries throughout 
the building are finished with chestnut. The whole house 
is heated with steam from the Government Building. 
Besides the ample supply of steam pipes around the 
rooms, there is in each school-room a coil of pipes placed 
in the floor, for warming the feet and drying the clothes. 
The house is furnished with 1855 square feet of Hunger’s 
eureka liquid slating black-boards, and everything has 
been done which the comfort or convenience of the pupils 
seemed to require. 

Since the opening of the school in the new building, 
great care has been taken to keep the house in the best 
order, and efforts have not been wanting to induce, on the 
part of the pupils, habits of neatness, and a proper appre- 
ciation of the generosity of the city in furnishing the 
school with one of the most convenient and elegant build- 
ings in the State. Still it is proper to remark, that when 
this building, with all its expenses and conveniences, is 
compared with the splendid and costly school edifices 
which have recently been erected in other cities of New 
England, and in the cities of the West, the pride of no 
public spirited citizen of Lowell will allow him to wish 
that a single dollar expended upon it had been otherwise 
appropriated. 

The remainder was for repairs on the several school- 
houses : for slating Cross and Chapel Street school-houses, 
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and for painting Primaries on Fayette, High and Church 
Streets, and one on Chapel Street, No. 4 ; one on Coburn 
Street, one on School Street, one corner of Race and 
Merrimack Streets, and one on Middlesex and Elliot 
Streets ; also for painting the Franklin, Edson and Yarnum 
Grammar school-houses. The desks to twenty different 
school-rooms were also varnished. 

I Avould invite your attention to Edson and Bartlett 
school-houses. The floors are badly worn, and in some 
places nearly or quite through ; and the old pine desks 
are in such condition I would recommend that new, hard 
wood desks be put in their places. It will be necessary 
to white-wash all of the school-rooms this season, and I 
would recommend that the remainder of the school-houses 
be painted on the outside this season. There are four of 
the school-houses that will have to be shingled this season, 
and the fence around the school-houses on Middlesex, 
Carter and Coburn Streets will have to be re-built, other- 
wise the buildings are in good repair.

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REPORT 


Chief Engineer’s Office, Eire Department. 

To the Honorable Mayor and Aldermen : 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 13th, 
Section 3rd, of the Ordinances of the City, organizing a Eire Department, 
I respectfully present my Annual Eeport of the Department, and append 
the rolls of the several companies, their names, ages, residences, occupa- 
tions and number of badges ; also, the apparatus and property owned by 
the City under their charge ; a list of reservoirs and hydrants, giving 
their location ; a tabular statement of the fires and alarms which have 
occurred during the year, with the loss and insurance on property, as near 
as could be ascertained ; together with such suggestions for your consider- 
ation as, in my opinion, will promote most fully the large and growing 
interests of the City, 

The Department has been called out 27 times — by fires 19 times, by 
burning out of chimnies 3 times, false alarms 5. The amount of loss 
by fires, as near as eould be ascertained, is §65,793.00; insurance* 
§45,011.00; loss, above insurance, §20,752.00, The Department can 
congratulate themselves for not being called out to duty any more the 
past year, and the citizens can congratulate themselves still more for not 
requiring their services any oftener. 

The expenses of the Department for 1867 were about §33,623.48 ; 
about §10,000.00 of which, as will be seen, was for extraordinary ex- 
penses. Notwithstanding which, the expenses for 1867 are §16,094.44 
less than in 1866. 

Upon entering upon the duties of Chief Engineer in May last, I found 
attached to one of the steamers a contrary horse — so that there was no 
certainty of the steamer at a fire when wanted. The Committee soon 
made a change for one which has proved true in every respect. 

I found a large quantity of hose that was not reliable, and in testing 
the same found 1500 feet which did not stand hydrant pressure, and was 
condemned and sold for old leather, and 2000 feet of new leather hose, of 
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Josiah Gates & Sons’ Lowell make, was purchased and placed in the De- 
partment, at a cost of $3,700. As a proof that the above firm make the 
best hose, I would say that at the trial of the last new steamer, the hose 
that was used was made by them in 1861, (and used by a steamer in the 
Department from that time to this,) stood a pressure of 240 pounds to 
the square inch. 

Also, one Fuel Wagon, at a cost of $334.00 ,* one new Hose Carriage 
and trimmings at a cost of $610.00 ; moving and fitting up house for the 
same $750.00. To building one reservoir at the corner of Wilder and 
Middlesex street, $994.44. Exchange of one horse, $150. Bought one 
horse at $450.00 ; painting engine house at $250.00 ; one new Steamer, 
$4,000 00 ; and the Committee have made contracts for one new Fuel 
Wagon and three new Hose Carriages, which will be ready to place in the 
Department by the first of May next. 

I would recommend the purchase of one more new Hose Carriage, so 
that we can have a spare carriage, and in case one breaks down we can 
still keep the Department up to its standard while repairs are being 
made. 

I would also recommend the purchase of two new Hook and Ladder 
Trucks, to be drawn by horse ; reduce the company to twenty men, and 
keep a horse and driver. His duty would be to start at the first alarm, 
the company to go direct to the fire, and if the second carriage is wanted 
the driver to return for it ; this would not occur very often. 

This branch of the Department is one of the most importance. It con- 
sists of only one truck, and that a very heavy, cumbersome carriage, re- 
quiring two or more horses to drag it to fires. Again, when fires occur 
in remote parts of the city, the non-arrival of ladders in proper season 
has been severely felt, and often the efficiency of the whole Department 
has been impaired in consequence thereof. Much more might be said in 
favor of the early arrival of ladders. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my gratitude for the uniformly able 
and willing manner in which the gentlemen of the Committee on the Fire 
Department have at all times rendered their co-operation and support in 
all matters concerning the interest of this Department. 

To the officers and members of the Department, I would return my 
thanks, for their zealous devotion to the interests of the city dur- 
ing the year, for their uniform good conduct under all circumstances, 
and for the faithfulness and alacrity with which they have seconded my 
efforts to protect property and stay the progress of the flames. 
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To the members of the Police Department, I would tender my grateful 
acknowledgments for their promptness in reporting fires, thereby lessening 
the liability of extending conflagrations, and for their efficient aid at fires 
and other times during the past year. 

To his honor the Mayor, and gentlemen of the City Council, I would 
acknowledge my gratitude for their readiness to grant any supplies that 
have been asked for during the past year, and for their kind co-operation 
in every plan which has been recommended as for the interest of the De- 
partment.

WATER PIPE DEPARTMENT. 


The appropriation for Water Pipe, for 1887, was $27,564.85. The 
amount expended was $26,079.61, leaving a balance, Jan. 1st, 1868, of 
$1,485.24. There has been laid on Central Street, 544 feet of 12-inch 
pipe; on Middlesex Street, 3,711 feet of 12-inch pipe; on Branch Street, 
500 feet of 12-inch pipe; on Broadway, 1,940 feet of 10-inch pipe; 
from Cushing to Middlesex Street, so as to connect the North and South 
branch together, 1,035 feet of 8-inch pipe, with a stop-gate at each side 
of the canal. This pipe runs through Wamesit Court, city stable yard, 
across the canal, through the Locks and Canal passage west of Allen’s 
Mills. There has also been 3l new hydrants, of an improved pattern, so 
as to be under the sidewalk, and I would recommend that the post, or 
yard hydrants, now in use on the streets, be removed, and the new ones 
be substituted in their places. One great reason for this change is that 
the new hydrant does not freeze in winter, and the old ones give a great 
deal of trouble to keep them in working order.

About 3000 feet cast iron pipe, 6-inch ; 19 yard hydrants; 2000 feet 
lumber ; 52 shovels ; 24 picks ; 24 lanterns ; 6 tamping mauls ; 6 pails ; 
3 torch stands; 2 hoes; 2 wheel-barrows; 2 sledges; 2 iron bars; 100 
lbs. pig lead ; 1 stove ; 1 boiler. 

I would recommend the laying of a 12-inch pipe through Central 
Street to Walnut Street; a 6-inch pipe through Walnut to Gorham Street; 
through Gorham Street to meet the pipe at the intersection of South 
Street. A 10-inch pipe through High Street, from Merrimack to Oak 
Street, with hydrants at proper distances on the lines of pipe.

STOP GATES.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION FIRST. 

BOARD OP ENGINEERS. 

Article 1. The Engineers, before the first day of May, 
shall meet and organize themselves into a Board of Engi- 
neers, of whom the Chief shall be Chairman. They shall at 
the same time choose one of their number as Clerk ; also 
determine the rank of each Assistant Engineer. 

Art. 2. They shall hold such meetings as may be 
necessary for the prompt transaction of all business that 
may come before them, and make such rules and orders for 
their government as a Board of Engineers, as they may 
think proper, subject to the approval of the Mayor and 
Aldermen. 

Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the Engineers, when- 
ever a fire shall break out in the city, to repair immediately 
to the place of such fire, wearing a suitable badge, and to 
take proper measures that the several engines and other 
apparatus be arranged and duly worked for the speedy and 
effectual extinguishment of the fire. It shall also be their 
duty to cause order to be preserved in going to. working at., 
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or returning. from fires, and at all other times when com- 

o y 

panies attached to the Department are on duty. 

Art. 4. Whenever the engines, or other fire apparatus 
used by the Fire Department require alterations, additions, 
or repairs, the Chief Engineer, under the direction of the 
Committee on the Fire Department shall cause the same to 
be made. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to 
visit all the Companies belonging to the Fire Department at 
the regular monthly meetings, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the condition of the apparatus, and for furnishing all 
necessary supplies. Also, to furnish the several Companies 
with blank forms for application for membership and for 
discharge, and to ascertain the number and standing of its 
members. • 

Art. G. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to 
receive and transmit to the Board of Aldermen, through the 
Committee on the Fire Department, all returns of officers, 
members and fire apparatus made by the respective Com- 
panies, and all other communications relating to the affairs 
of the Fire Department, to keep fair and exact rolls of the 
respective Companies, specifying the time of admission and 
discharge, and the age of each member. He shall annually, 
in the month of March, report upon the condition of the 
engine houses, engines, fire apparatus, and other property 
under his charge ; the number of fires during the year, and 
causes thereof as near as can be ascertained, with such other 
information or suggestion as may in his opinion be of general 
use ; the same or such part thereof, to be published as the 
City Council may direct. He shall also examine all bills and 
accounts against the Fire Department, and certify in writing 
to the correctness of each item thereof before presenting the 
same for approval ; he shall also, semi-annually, in May and 
November, make up the pay-rolls for the respective Com- 
panies. 


RULES’ AMD REGULATIONS OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
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SECTION SECOND. 

DUTIES OF COMPANIES. 

Article 1. Each Company, having been duly appointed 
as members of the Fire Department, shall organize annually, 
before the first day of May,' by the choice of a Foreman, As- 
sistant Foreman, and Clerk, to be approved by the Board of 
Engineers elect, and they shall bold their offices one year, 
unless sooner removed by the Mayor and Aldermen. The 
Chief Engineer elect, or some one of his Assistants elect, 
shall preside at the meetings of said organization. 

Art. 2. It shall be the duty of the Foreman of 
each of the Companies of the Fire Department respectively, 
to see that the. engines and other apparatus, together with 
the buildings entrusted to his care, are kept clean, and in 
order for immediate use ; to preserve order and discipline at 
all times, and to require and enforce a strict compliance with 
the rules, regulations and orders of the Board of Engineers. 

Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to keep, 
or cause to be kept by the Clerks of the respective Com- 
panies, an exact roll, specifying the time of admission and 
discharge of each member thereof. All applications for 
membership, and all applications for discharge, shall be made 
in writing, at a regular monthly or special meeting, to be 
approved by the Foreman, and submitted forthwith to the 
Chief Engineer and by him to the Standing Committee on 
the Fire Department on the part of the Board of Aldermen, 
previous to being presented to the Mayor and Aldermen for 
appointment or discharge. If any Company shall neglect 
or refuse to fill vacancies in their several Companies, it shall 
be the duty of the Chief Engineer to report the facts to the 
Standing* Committee on the Fire Department on the part of 
the Board of Aldermen, and recommend suitable persons for 
appointment to fill said vacancies. No person shall receive 
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compensation as a member of the Fire Department until he 
has been duly appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen. All 
appointments or discharges shall date from the first of each 
month. 

Art. 4. As a general rule, it is recommended not to 
open the doors or windows of a building in which a fire may 
be, until a supply of water is obtained, and then carefully to 
abstain from injuring goods or furniture by its injudicious 
application. In the absence of all the Engineers, orders 
shall proceed from the respective Foremen. 

Art. 5. No Company belonging to the Fire Depart- 
ment is to leave the City with their apparatus, without 
special permission of the Mayor and Aldermen, except to 
play at a fire, and then they shall first obtain the permission 
of the Chief Engineer, or, in his absence, from the next in 
rank. 

Art. 6. No Engine or other apparatus belonging to 
the City shall be taken from the house where it is usually 
kept for the purpose of making additions or alterations, with- 
out special permission of the Chief Engineer; nor shall any 
article be obtained for the engines or apparatus in their 
houses, or any alterations or additions made thereto, without 
such permission of the Chief, under the authority and sanc- 
tion of the Joint Standing Committee of the Fire Depart- 
ment. Provided , that in case any engine or other apparatus, 
being so damaged that immediate repairs are necessary, and 
immediate information cannot readily be given to the Chief 
Engineer, it may be given to any Assistant Engineer, who 
will report to the Chief Engineer as soon as may be con- 
venient. And all bills of work done, of any kind, are to 
be presented for approbation immediately after the work is 
completed and delivered. No supplies shall be furnished by 
the City to any Company, nor to any officer thereof, except 
upon the written order of the Chief Engineer. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Art. 7. In case any member shall refuse to do his 
duty, become intoxicated, or endeavor in any manner at any 
time, to create disturbance ; or, shall when required, refuse to 
pay his fines or assessments, or secure the payment of the 
same to his Company, by an order on the City Treasurer, the 
Foreman shall immediately report him to the Chief Engineer, 
who shall present his name to the Mayor and Aldermen for 
discharge. 

Art. 8. No person shall be appointed a member of the 
Fire Department who does not sustain a good moral charac- 
ter, and who is under twenty-one years of age. 

Art. 9. The members of the several Fire Companies 
are strictly forbidden to assemble at any building occupied by 
the Fire Department on the Sabbath day, without permission 
from the Chief Engineer : except in case of an alarm of fire. 


SECTION T IT IUD. 

STEAM EIRE ENGINES. 

Article 1 . Every Steam Fire Engine shall have an 
Engineer, Assistant Engineer and Driver, who shall do the 
duty of Steward. The Chief Engineer shall present to the 
Standing Committee on the Fire Department on the paid of 
the Board of Aldermen the names of suitable persons to be 
presented to the Mayor and Aldermen for appointment to 
the above offices. 

Art. 2. The Engineer shall have the sole care of the 
Engine. He shall see that it is at all times in good repair, 
and suitable for immediate use. He shall receive no extra 
compensation for any ordinary repairs made upon the same. 
If at any time he shall need assistance in making repairs, 
the Chief Engineer shall furnish the same, if in his judgment 
it is necessary. 
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Art. 8 . The Assistant Engineer shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Engineer, assist in working the Engine ; in the 
absence of the Engineer, his Assistant shall perforin all the 
duties of Engineer. 

Art. 4. The Steward shall be under the immediate 
direction of the Foreman and shall perform all duties that 
may be required of him on the engine and in the house, 
including cleaning the hose and such other duties as are 
required of Stewards of Hose Companies, excepting that 
when cleaning the engine he shall be under the direction of 
the Engineer. 

Art. 5. The Engineer shall not leave the city with- 
out obtaining permission from the Chief Engineer, or in his 
absence the next in rank.

SPECIAL LAWS. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A* FILE DEPARTMENT IN THE TOWN 

OF LOWELL. 

Special Laws— Chap. 3G— 1829. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General 
Court assembled , and by the authority of the same: 

Section 1 . That the fire department of the town of Lowell shall 
hereafter consist of a chief engineer, and as many engineers and fire war- 
dens, not exceeding twelve in number, as the selectmen of said town shall 
annually, on the first Wednesday of April, appoint, who shall hold their 
office for the term of one year from the first day of May next, succeeding 
their appointment ; also of as many enginemen, hosemen, hook-and-ladder- 
men as said selectmen shall annually, on the first Wednesday in April, or 
as soon after as may be, appoint ; provided , that the number of firemen so 
appointed shall not exceed fifty men to each and every hydraulion, thirty- 
five men to each and every common engine, and five men to each and every 
hose carriage, and that the number of hook-and-ladder-men shall not ex- 
ceed fifty, and that the number of hosemen shall not exceed fifty. 

Be it further enacted: 

Sect. 2. That the Selectmen of said Lowell shall have power to fill 
any vacancy which may occur at any time in said fire department, give 
certificates of all their appointments, and fix and ordain from time to 
time the powers and duties of the chief engineer and engineers and fire 
wardens respectively, in relation to fire engines and all other fire appara- 
tus belonging to or used in said town ; and also to fix and ordain, from 
time to time, such rules and regulations as may be deemed expedient for 
the conduct of said fire department, and of the citizens present at fires ; 
and to annex penalties for the breach of any rules or regulations they may 
so fix and ordain, not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Be it further enacted : 

Sect. 3. That the chief engineer and engineers and fire wardens so 
appointed, shall have the same powers and authorities, illative to the 
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pulling down and demolishing any house or other building to prevent the 
spreading of fires, and also relative to all other matters and things affect- 
ing the extinguishment and prevention of fires, as fire wardens now by 
law have. And the said town of Lowell shall be liable to pay all such 
reasonable compensation for damage done by, or consequent upon, the 
directions or aets of said chief engineer, engineers, and fire, wardens, as 
other towns in this Commonwealth are liable to pay in like cases for like 
acts and directions done or given by their Jfire wardens ; and all fines and 
forfeitures arising within the said town of Lowell, under the laws of this 
Commonwealth, relative to the extinguishment of, or proceedings of fires, 
shall be distributed in such way and manner, and applied to such uses as 
said town of Lowell shall ordain and determine, anything in said laws to 
the contrary, notwithstanding. 

Be it further enacted: 

Sect. 4. That each and every member of said fire department shall 
be exempted from military duty and service in the militia of this Com- 
monwealth so long as he shall continue a member of said fire department ; 
and every member so exempted shall be holden to produce, within thirty 
days after he shall have been appointed a member of said department, and 
annually in the month of April, then after, to the commanding officer of 
the militia company within whose bounds he may reside, a certificate from 
one of the selectmen of said town of Lowell, setting forth that he is a 
member of said fire department. 

Be it further enacted : 

Sect. 5. That from and after* the organization of the fire depart- 
ment in said town of Lowell, agreeably to the provisions of this act, and 
notice of the same being given in the “Lowell Journal, ” published in 
said Lowell, by the selectmen thereof, all the laws of this Commonwealth 
relating to the election and Appointment of fire wardens, so far as they 
affect such election and appointment in said town, shall be and hereby are 
repealed. 

Be it further enacted : 

Sect. G. That the provisions of this act shall take effect as soon as 
the same shall have been accepted by a majority of the citizens of said 
Lowell qualified to vote in town affairs, at a meeting legally notified for 
such purpose, and shall continue in force until modified or repealed by 
the Legislature of this Commonwealth. {February G, 1S30.] 
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AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ESTABLISHING A FIRE 
DEPARTMENT IN THE TOWN OF LOWELL. 

Special Laws— Ciiap. 59 , 1834 . 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled , and by the authority of the same. 

Section 1 . That the fire department of the town of Lowell shall 
hereafter consist of one or more fire companies, as the selectmen of said 
town shall judge expedient, in addition to the officers and members of said 
fire department, authorized to be appointed by the act to which this is in 
addition ; and the members of said fire companies shall be appointed in 
the same manner and for the same term of time as the other members of 
said fire department are now authorized, by law, to be appointed ; and 
the number of members to be attached to each company shall be regulated 
by the selectmen, who shall prescribe the duties to be by them performed. 
\March 6 , 1834.] 


AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED AN ACT TO ESTAB- 
LISH A FIRE DEPARTMENT IN THE TOWN OF LOWELL. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General 
Court assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows : 

Section 1. The chief engineer and the assistant engineers of the 
fire department of the city of Lowell may be removed at any time by the 
mayor and aldermen. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[. Approved by the Governor , March 23, 1868.] 


CITY ORDINANCES. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT AND HYDRANTS. 

Chapter 13 . 

Section 1 . The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, as 
many assistant engineers, not exceeding twelve, and as many engine-men, 
hose-men, hook-and-ladder-men, and hydrant-men, to be divided into com- 
panies, as the number of engines, and the number and quantity of the other 
fire apparatus belonging to the City, or to the incorporated companies 
located therein, shall from time to time require ; and the appointment of 
said engineers shall be made by the Mayor and Aldermen on the first 
Wednesday of April annually, and of the other members of the depart- 
ment on said day, or as soon thereafter as may be, and they shall hold 
their respective offices for the term of one year from the first day of May 
next succeeding their appointment ; ‘provided , however , that vacancies may 
be filled at any time, and that the Mayor and Aldermen may at any time 
remove any or all of said officers and members. And said engineers shall 
constitute the Board of Engineers, and shall perform the duties and exer- 
cise the powers of firewards. 

Sect. 2. In all cases of fire, the Chief Engineer shall have the sole and 
absolute control and command over all the engineers and other members of 
the department ; except when the fire shall be in any of the mill yards of 
any of the incorporated manufacturing companies, in which case the agent, 
superintendent, principal resident officer of such company, or person in 
charge for the time being, may exercise all the power of the Chief Engi- 
neer ; and it shall be the duty in such case of all members of the fire de- 
partment to act under the direction and obey the orders of such agent, su- 
perintendent, or officer. 

, Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer, at least once 
a month, and also within three days after every fire, to examine into the 
condition of all the fire apparatus belonging to the City, and to report on the 
same, annually, in the month of March, to the Board of Aldermen ; stating 
also in his report the names of the members and the companies to which they 
belong. He shall also, under the sanction of the Joint Standing Commit- 
tee of the Fire Department, cause all necessary repairs to be made upon 
the fire apparatus of the city. 
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Sect. 4. In the absence of the Chief Engineer, the next assistant 
engineer in rank, who may be present, shall have the same powers and 
perform the same duties as the Chief Engineer ; and the seniority in rank 
of the Engineers shall be determined by the Board of Engineers in April 
or May annually. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the members of the fire depart- 
ment, whenever any fire breaks out in the city, forthwith to repair to their 
respective engines and other apparatus, to convey the same to or near the 
place where the fire may be, to place themselves under the control of the 
chief and other engineers, and upon permission of the chief or presiding 
engineer, in an orderly manner to return such engines and apparatus to 
their respective places of deposit. 

Sect. 6 . Each company of enginemen or members of the fire de- 
partment, on returning from any fire, shall cause their respective engines 
and other apparatus to be well cleansed, washed, oiled, and securely housed ; 
and between the months of April and November, both inclusive, shall take 
out their respective engines and apparatus for exercise, as often as the 
Chief Engineer may direct, not exceeding once a month, and at least once 
in two months. 

Sect. 7. Every member of the fire department shall wear some suit- 
able badge when on duty, to be determined upon by the engineers. 

Sect. 8. It shall be the duty of the constables of the city, on an 
alarm of fire, to repair to the place where the fire may be, and under the 
direction of the Mayor, or in his absence, of the City Marshal, to attend 
diligently to the preservation of the public peace and the prevention of 
thefts, for which service they shall receive such compensation as the Mayor 
and Aldermen may direct. And the watchmen, on an alarm of fire being 
given, shall give notice thereof by crying fire, and naming the street or 
direction in which it is. 

Sect. 9. It shall be the duty of the Board of Engineers to inquire 
for, and examine into, all places where shavings and other combustible 
materials may be collected and deposited ; and to cause the same to be 
removed by the owner, tenants, or occupants of any such places, at theii 
expense, whenever in the opinion of said board, or of any committee 
thereof, such removal may be necessary to the security of the city against 
fire. 

Sect. 10. The several hydrants and reservoirs out of the enclosed 
yards of the manufacturing companies in the city shall be under the 
charge of the Chief Engineer. 
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Sect. 11. No person shall remove the cover upon any hydrant in 
the city, except in case of fire, or by order of the Mayor or Chief Engi- 
neer, nor in any way injure any hydrant, or the cover thereof, or any lock 
on the same, or wantonly injure any pipe or pipes connected therewith, 
or any apparatus used or intended to be used with any hydrant in the 
city, nor draw water from any hydrant or reservoir in the city, for any 
purpose except for putting out fire. 

Sect. 12. No provision contained in this chapter shall deprive any 
of the manufacturing companies which have pipes connected with any of 
the hydrants, from the use of the same. 

Sect. 13. The Mayor and Aldermen may make such rules and regu- 
lations for the discipline, good order, and proper conduct of the whole de- 
partment, and for the care of all houses, engines, hose carriages, and other 
furniture and apparatus thereto belonging, as they may from time to time 
deem expedient, the same not being repugnant to the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, or to any ordinance of the city. 

Sect. 14. Any person who shall offend against any of the provisions 
of this chapter, shall forfeit and pay for each offence a sum not exceeding 
twenty dollars. 


EXTRACT FROM CHAPTER 27, SECTION 15. 

Nor shall any person drive any carriage or other vehicle upon or 
over any hose-pipe placed in any street by order of the Chief Engineer, or 
being used at a fire. 


SPECIAL LAW. 


AN ACT REGULATING THE STORAGE, SAFE-KEEITNG, AND 
SELLING OF GUNPOWDER, IN THE TOWN OF LOWELL. 

Special Laws— Chat. 129—1833. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Rouse of Representatives , in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same : 

Section 1. That no person, except on military duty in the public 
service of the United States or of this Commonwealth, shall keep, have, 
or possess in any building, or in any place within two hundred yards of any 
dwelling-house, in the town of Lowell, gunpowder in any quantity exceed- 
ing one pound, in any way or manner, other than by this act, and by the 
rules and regulations hereinafter mentioned, may be allowed. 

Be it further enacted : 

Sect. 2. That it shall not be lawful for any person or persons to 
sell any gunpowder, in any quantity, within the town of Lowell, without 
first having obtained from the engineers of said town a license signed by 
the Chief Engineer, or by the secretary of the Board of Engineers, on 
which shall be written or printed, a copy of the rules and regulations by 
them established relative to keeping and selling gunpowder within said 
town ; and every such license shall be in force for one year from the date 
thereof, unless annulled by the Board of Engineers ; but such license may, 
prior to the expiration of said term, be renewed by said secretary from 
year to year, by indorsement thereon ,* provided, always, that the Board 
of Engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the person 
or persons have disobeyed the law, or infringed any rules or regulations 
established by said Board of Engineers. And every person who shall 
receive a license to sell gunpowder as aforesaid, shall pay for the same the 
sum of five dollars, and, for the renewal thereof, the sum of one dollar ; 
which sums shall be paid to the Board of Engineers, for their use, for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of carrying this act into execution. 

Be it further enacted : 

Sect. 3. That the Board of Engineers of the town of Lowell may, 
from time to time, establish rules and regulations directing the places, 
quantity, and manner in which gunpowder may be kept by licensed deal- 
ers, and other persons in said town. 
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Be it further enacted: 

Sect. 4. That any person or persons who shall keep, have, or pos- 
sess any gunpowder within the town of Lowell, contrary to the provisions 
of this act, and to the rules and regulations made as aforesaid, or who 
shall sell any gunpowder therein, without having a license therefor, or 
contrary to said license, or the rules and regulations made as aforesaid, 
shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than fifty dollars, and not exceed- 
ing two hundred and fifty dollars, for each and every offence ; and if any 
gunpowder, kept contrary to the provisions of this act, shall explode in 
any building, or in any place in said town, the occupant, tenant, or owner 
of which has not then a license to keep and sell gunpowder, therein, or 
which gunpowder shall have been kept in a manner contrary to such 
license, or the rules and regulations established as aforesaid, such occu- 
pant, tenant, or owner shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, and not exceeding five hundred dollars, one 
moiety of the sums to the use of the poor of the town of Lowell, and the 
other moiety to the use of any person or persons who shall prosecute the 
same, which forfeiture may be recovered by action of the case, in any 
court proper to try the same. 

Be it further enacted: 

Sect. 5. That the said engineers, or anj of them, may enter the 
store or place of business of any person or persons licensed to sell gun- 
powder, to examine and ascertain if the laws, rules and regulations rela- 
ting thereto are strictly observed ; and, on an alarm of fire, may cause the 
gunpowder there deposited to be removed or destroyed, as the case may 
require ; and it shall be lawful for any one or more of the engineers of 
said town to enter any dwelling-house or other place in the town of Lowell, 
to search for gunpowder, first having obtained from some justice of the 
peace for the county of Middlesex a search-warrant therefor, which war- 
rant the justices of the peace for said county are hereby respectively au- 
thorized to issue upon the complaint of such engineer or engineers, sup- 
ported by his or their oath. 

Be it further enacted ; 

Sect. 6. That it shall be the duty of the engineers of the town of 
Lowell to cause all such rules and regulations as they may make and estab- 
lish, by virtue of the authority given by this act, to be published in two or 
more newspapers printed in the town of Lowell, and to cause such publi- 
cation to be continued, three weeks successively, for the information and 
government of all persons concerned. 


SPECIAL LAW. 
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Be it further enacted : 

Sect. 7. That the provisions of this act shall not extend to any 
establishment which now is, or may hereafter be erected for the manu- 
facturing of gunpowder within said town of Lowell, nor in any case to 
prevent the transportation of gunpowder through said town, or from one 
part to another part thereof. [. March 16 , 1833 .] 


RULES AND REGULATIONS, 

Made and established by the Board of Engineers of the town of Lowell , rela- 
tive to the sale, storage, and safe-keeping of Gunpowder in said Town , in 
conformity icith a Law of this Commonwealth made and passed on the 
sixteenth day of March , A. D 1833. 

Section 1 . Licenses to keep and sell gunpowder will be granted, on 
application to the Chief Engineer, and all persons so licensed shall be re- 
quired to sign these rules and regulations kept in a book for that pur- 
pose. 

Sect. 2. Any person or firm, who may be licensed to sell gunpowder, 
by retail, shall be allowed to have on hand twenty-five pounds, and no 
more, at any one time, whieh shall always be kept in tin or copper canis- 
ters, on which shall be painted in capitals the word “gunpowder,” with a 
cover thereto, which cover shall be kept fastened thereon ; and such can- 
isters shall always be kept at the right side of, and within eight feet of, 
the principal door or entrance from the street, and in no other part of said 
store, unless by permission, which shall be expressed in said license. 

Sect.- 3. Any person or firm who may be licensed to sell gunpowder 
by wholesale, shall be allowed to have on hand, a quantity not exceeding, 
at any one time, four quarter casks of twenty-five pounds each, which 
shall be kept deposited in a copper chest, with two handles, and a tight 
cover furnished with hinges, and secured with a padlock — all of. copper, 
which shall be always kept locked, except when open to put in or take out 
powder, which shall always be done in as little time as shall be consistent 
with proper care, and placed upon the lower floor, at the right side of, and 
within six feet of, the principal door or entrance from the street ; and 
such chest shall not be kept in any other part of the building, unless by 
permission, which shall be expressed in such license ; each cask so de- 
posited shall be kept in a leather bag, closely tied ; and under no circum- 
cumstances shall a cask of powder be allowed to be opened by any person 
or firm holding a license to sell by wholesale. 
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Sect. 4. Any person or firm who shall be licensed to sell by whole- 
sale and retail, shall be allowed to keep on hand three quarter casks of 
gunpowder, at any one time, of twenty-five pounds each, and no more, 
which shall be always deposited and kept as provided in section third ; 

; provided , however , that such person or firm may be allowed to keep on 
hand, in addition to the above, such quantity as is required for retailing, 
which shall be kept in tin or copper canisters, with a top or cover fastened 
thereto, which canister shall always be kept in the copper chest, together 
with the above-named three casks. 

Sect. 5. Every person or firm licensed to keep and sell gunpowder, 
shall have and keep a sign-board over the outside of the door, or principal 
entrance from the street, of the building in which such powder is kept, on 
which shall be painted in capitals the words — “ licensed to keep and sell 
gunpowder.” 

Sect. 6 . Any person or persons, who are or may be employed in 
blasting rocks, within said town of Lowell, shall not be allowed to keep 
at any one time, within two hundred yards of any dwelling-house, more 
than twenty-five pounds of gunpowder, and in case it shall be necessary 
for him or them to have on hand a larger quantity than twenty-five pounds, 
he or they shall be required to deposit the same in some shanty or some 
other suitable building provided for that purpose, which shanty or build- 
ing shall not be within two hundred yards of any dwelling-house. 

Sect. 7. The Chief Engineer shall keep a record of all licenses 
granted, and renewals thereof, and of the places designated for keeping and 
selling gunpowder, which place shall not be altered or changed, unless by 
consent of this Board, which shall be expressed in their licenses ; and all 
persons who may receive a license, shall sign their names respectively to 
these Buies and Begulations, as evidence of their assent to, and obliga- 
tions faithfully to comply with and perform the same.
